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THE PRINCE OF WALES AND OUR NORTH 
AMERICAN COLONIES. 
Tue visit of his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to our North 
American possessions is not a pleasure excursion nor a Court 
ceremonial. It is an historical event of the gravest political 
importance, and will in perpetuity mark an epoch in colonial 
annals, The year 1860 will be memorable as the first in which 
the heir apparent to the Crown of these realms honoured with 
his presence one of our transmarine possessions, and that pre- 
eminent for loyalty and inflexible attachment to the mother 
country. Such an occasion invites us to throw a retrospective 
glance over our past connection with this portion of the North 
American continent. Canada was not originally an English 
colony. In 1536 Jacques Cartier, the celebrated Bréton mariner, 
was the first European who beheld the hill Mont Real, where now 
stands the opulent city of Montreal. In 1608 Quebec was founded 
by merchant adventurers belonging to Dieppe and St. Malo, the 
expedition being conducted by the illustrious Champlain, who 
gave his name to the beautiful lake in the State of New 
York which perpetuates his memory. He it was who first 
established the authority of France on the banks of the St. 
Lawrence. In 1629 this heroic pioneer of Canadian civili-

sation was compelled to surrender Quebec to the English, 
by capitulation, one hundred and thirty years before ita final 
conquest by General Wolfe; but, as peace had been signed 
between England and France in Europe before this first capture 
had been effected, the capital of Canada was restored to the 
vanquished, who spread their dominions far and wide, and by the 
zeal of devoted missionaries carried the cross into the wilderness. 
When, therefore, the whole province came into our possession by 
the valour which stormed and triumphantly held the formidable 
Heights of Abraham, it was inhabited by a mixed population, 
differing in race and religion, Canada East being French in 
character and traditions, Canada West being British. They were 
also distinguished as the Lower and the Upper Province, and 
placed under separate provincial Governments, an English 
Viceroy being placed at the head of each. When the American 
colonies confederated themselves into the United States, the 
eleventh article of that confederation stipulated that “ Canada, 
acceding to the confederation, and joining in the measures of the 
United States, shall be admitted into and entitled to the advan- 
tages of this Union.” Canada declined the offer, remaining loyal 
to the British Crown, from which fidelity she has never swerved. 
In 1812 the province was invaded by the American General 
Hull, when the volunteers nobly took up arms and repulsed the 
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enemy; and at the battle of Queenston Heights, where the English 
General, Sir Isaac Brock, was slain in the very moment of victory, 
the native militia emulated the British troops in discipline and 
courage, and might with honour and justice have inscribed “ nulli 
secundus” on their banners, When this war broke out the 
Cabinet of Washington had completely mistaken the spirit of the 
provincials. Dr. Eustis, the United States’ Secretary at War, 
said, “We can tage the Canadas without soldiers; we have only 
to send officers into the provinces, and the people, disaffected 
towards their own Governments, will rally round our standard. 
The Hon. Henry Clay, one of the greatest of American celebrities, 
was equally sanguine of success and equally mistaken in judg- 
ment. “ It is absurd,” said that statesman, “to suppose that we 
shall not succeed in our enterprise against the enemy’s provinces ; 
we have the Canadas as much under our command as Great Britain 
has the ocean. I am not for stopping at Quebec or any 
where else, but I would take the whole continent from 
them and ask them no favours.” Canadian loyalty frustrated 
these vaunting hopes, and Mr, Clay himself was one of the 
Commissioners who gladly signed the treaty of peace. In 1837, 
when Mackenzie’s Rebellion broke out, similar attachment to the 
mother country animated the population, and treason was 
promptly suppressed, During the Crimean war Canada raised a 
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egiment for her Majesty’s service, and the un:xpected cessation 
of hostilities alone deprived it of the opportunity of displaying its 
courage against the legions of Russia ; but it remains permanently 
enrolled in the Royal army. A generous subscription on behalf 
of the survivors of the Indian mutiny attested sympathy with 
their unmerited misfortunes, and still further proved how warmly 
the heart of Canada beat towards Old England. These facts 
abundantly prove the intensity of national feeling that pervades 
our North erican possessions, and ensure an enthusiastic 
reception for Prince of Wales. 

Though this steady attachment to the British Crown may be 
deemed universal, local divergences of opinion have frequently 
arisen between the Upper and Lower provinces, the consequence 
of difference of race and religion, and of some fancied collision of 
interests, It became, therefore, a measure of wise policy to put 
an end to their separate Governments; and in 1841, under the 
viceroyship of Lord Sydenham, they were incorporated together 
under one United Parliament, each province returning an equal 
number of representatives; and it was agreed that the Parlia- 
mentary Sessions should every alternate four years be held at 
Quebec and Toronto, the two capitals. Thus both parties were 
placed in Legislative equality, but from natural causes this 
arrangement could not continue for ever. West Canada has in- 
creased in numbers since 1841, while Hast Canada has remained 
nearly stationary. The former demands additional representation, 
which the latter refuses, insisting that the Constitutional Act of 
1841 must be construed as a permanent compact, not admitting 
of any modification so long as the Union exists. This con- 
troversy has given rise to what is known as the “ double 
majority question.” Other leading politicians protest against 
ambulatory Parliaments, as expensive and inconvenient, on account 
of the periodical removal of the archives, The force of this argu- 
ment was generally felt, but each old or raising city claimed a 
preference for itself, and such was the difficulty of commanding a 
sufficient majority of votes for a new site that the exhausted 
disputants determined to refer the choice of a future capital to 
her gracious Majesty, who selected Ottawa, which faction at first 
resisted, but at length obeyed. Other purely local objects atill 
float about political circles and divide them; but none have as 
yet acquired solidity. Some desire a dissolution of the Union of 
1841—this party being led by those in Canada West who desire 
representation according to population; to defeat that project 
others advocate a general alliance of all the North American pro- 
vinces under a federation similar to that of the United States in 
form, but still recognising the Imperial supremacy of Great 
Britain. One of the latest schemes was proposed during 
last year by the Honourable William Merit, and to carry 
it out he gave notice of the following motion in Parliament :— 
“ That an humble address be presented to her Majesty, praying 
that her Majesty may be pleased to authorise his Excellency the 
Governor-General to take immediate steps for the election, by the 
Parliamentary electors of the provinces, of twenty-four delegates 
(twelve from each section of the province) toa general convention, 
charged with the preparation of a constitution for the future 
government of Canada, and for the submission of the same, when 
prepared, for the approval or rejection of the people of the 
province, and subsequently of the Imperial Government.” 

Finally, there is a small knot of crotchety politicians—mainly 
influenced by commercial considerations, and these badly defined — 
who would prefer becoming an integral part of the United States. 
This last echeme would find favour with the northern section of 
the Republic, as it would give to it the St. Lawrence, the whole 
of the lakes, and the noble harbour of Halifax ; but it would not 
be consented to by the South, as it would destroy the slave 
balance of power in Congress. 

Such local differences of opinion will always exist in free States, 
and in Canada, as in England, there is a class of restless and 
ambitious men eager to create political capital out of imaginary 
grievances. The vast majority of the colonists, however, grate- 
fully acknowledge that the mother country has granted to them 
the plenary power of self-government. They vote and levy their 
own taxes, enact and administer their own laws and enjoy with- 
out stint the full measure of British liberty. Under the Con- 
stituticnal Act they do as they please within their own territory, 
and the link which binds them to the Crown is as light as silk, 
and, at the same time, as strong as iron. We may best judge of 
their real freedom and progress by the acts of the united Legisla- 
ture. Within the last few years they have secularised the clergy 
reserves and abolish ed eeignorial tenures; by the former securing 
religious equality, by the latter destroying the last badges of feu- 
dalism. They have wonderfully improved their municipal insti- 
tutions and organised a most efficient militia. They have con- 
structed new and deepened old canals, illuminated lakes with 
lighthouses, and established ocean steamers from Montreal and 
Quebec to Liverpool. They have codified their laws and 
decentralised their judiciary system. Geological surveys have 
revealed to them their mineral and metallic wealth, while rail- 
ways have extended their power of locomotion and transport. 
Canada has been pre-eminently wise in the attentions and 
liberality she has bestowed on her educational establishments, 
the foresight which has built schools rendering unnecessary the 
multiplication of gaols. This rapid glance at their past career is 
the best evidence that can be given of their social and political 
independence, and proves, among other numerous instances, what 
energy freedom imparts to man. 

The principal external object which will engage the attention 
of the Prince of Wales will, of course, be the opening of the mag- 
nificent bridge at Montreal, erected by the genius of Stephenson. 
It must strike all beholders as thé crowning glory of Canadian 
industry. We will award to it the highest praise, but there are 
other grand works of imperial magnitude which will, no doubt, be 
submited to the mind of his Royal Highness, and be earnestly held 
in his remembrance. The long-cherished project of uniting all 
the lakes through navigable channels in one unbroken course 
to the St. Lawrence, eo that a vessel might sail from the 
island seas of the West to Liverpool without breaking bulk, 
would be one of the noblest of engineering enterprises, and 
in those regions the manufactures of England would secure an 
almost unbounded consumption. Another plan well worthy of 
Royal] solicitude would be the formation of a continuous line of 





railway from Halifax to Vancouver, or to New Westminster, 
the capital of British Columbia, which, passing entirely 
through British territory, would connect our Atlantic with our 
Pacific shores, and gives us easy access to China and Japan, to 
India and the whole Eastern Archipelago. This route, or at least 
the first part of it, from Halifax to Quebec, was fully appreciated 
by the late Earl of Durham, when he was Governor-General of 
Canada; nor has it escaped the attention and approval of the 
present Duke of Newcastle, Earl Grey, and Earl Elgin. The 
positions now occupied by Russia at Nicolaieff, on the mouth 
of the Amoor, by France at Saigon, in Cochin China; and 
by the United States at Port Townsend, in Puget’s Sound, 
point out that the North Pacific Ocean will be the 
future battle-field of Oriental traffic, as was the Mediterranean 
in former times. In this view the railway would prove of 
inestimable value ; and, in order that Canada may bring her full 
power into action, it may be necessary that all the privileges of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company should cease, so that land now 
retained as the lair of wild beasts that profit may be derived 
from fur and skin, may be devoted to agricultural uses, 

These projects may probably engage the thoughts of the Prince 
of Wales. His journey is that of an observer, of a recipient of 
information. It is not to be expected that he is to be bound by 
promises, He will appear in British North America as a bestower 
of courtesy, not as a donor of favours. In the loyal and rising 
colony he will see much to admire, much to kindle emotions of 
honourable pride. He will meet with every mark of deference 
due to his princely rank, and of liveliest affection personally to 
himself and to his most admirable parents. His visit will form 
an imperishable epoch in Canadian history, and will constitute a 
new pcint of departure in the annals of both countries for the 
renewals of old friendships under the happiest auspices, and the 
confirmation of a loyalty which has never swerved in its willing 
fidelity and devotedness, 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 

The Emperor and Empress proceeded to Lyons yesterday week to 
mect the Empress Dowoeger of Russia, and returned to Paris on 
Saturday night. ‘Their Majesties’ reception at the manufacturing 
capital during their brief stay there appears to have been all that 
they could desire. ‘Their Imperial Majesties are now at Fontainebleau, 
where they will remain for several weeks, 

Wednesday's Moniteur states that as the health of Princo Jorome 
continues to improve no more daily bulletins will be published. 

The Montteur of yesterday week published the following official 
* protest,” of which we gave the substance in our town edition last 
week :— 

The Government (says the Moniteur) considers it its duty to protest 
against the supporitions of all kinds, the malevolent accusations aad rash 
interpretations, to which the annexation of Savoy and Nice to France have 
given birth during the last few weeke. It is only after the termination of 
a successful war and of events which have considerably increased his 
territory that the King of Sardinia, on the just demand of the Emperor, 
and consulting, moreover, the interest of provinces separated from the rest 
of his States by the highest mountains of Europe, has consented to sign the 
treaty which is about to unite them to France after the solemn vote of the 
populations. What can be more frank, more regular, more legitimate? 
And yet, under the influence of hostile passions or imprudent sympathies 
(amitiés), some persons allow themselves insinuations, others appreciations, 
which tend to attribute tothe French Government the design of provoking 
or suffering complications to arise in Europe, in order to seck occasion for 
new acquisitions of territory. The thoughts which animate it, however, are 
wholly different. The Government, we proclaim it openly, deplores these 
Toanceuvres destined to propagate —! the most inexact impressions of its 
real intentions. The Emperor is using all his efforts to re-establish the 
thaken confidence of Europe. His unique desire is to live in peace with 
the Sovereigns who are his allies, and to expend all his care in actively 
developing the resources of France. 

The marriage of Mdlle. Mirts with Prince Alphonse de Polignac 
was celebrated on Tuesday at the Madeleino, the Bishop of Marseilles, 
who came to Paris expressly for the purpose, officiating at the high 
altar. 

SPAIN, 

Tho treaty with Morocco has been published. The firat pryment 
of the indemnity by Morocco will be effected on the Ist of July 
next. 

Don Juan de Bourbon, brother to the Count de Montemolin, 
refuses to abdicate his claims to the crown of Spain, and has issued 
a protest to the Cortes, dated from London—a safe distancs, The 
document will be found at page 566 of this week's Supplement, 


AUSTRIA. 

On Thursday week the augmented Council of the Empire mot in 
the chapel of the Imperial Palace at Vienna, and were sworn in after 
high mars. Counts Apponyi and Androssy took the earliest oppor- 
tunity of declaring that the political programme of the Hungarians 
does not tend in any way to a separation from, but to an intimate 
inion with, the Austrian monarchy, on the basis of common liberal 
nstitutions. Next day the members of the Council were received in 
the throne-room by the Emperor, who read a speech mentioning 
important projects to be submitted to the Council, by which a pro- 
vincial Government will be granted to the different parts of the 
empire, without disturbing the unity of the State, and without 
specially favouring any single province, 


PRUSSIA. 

The Prince Regent of Prussia has just visited the Rhonan pro- 
vince to inaugurate the railways from Bingen to Sarrebruck, and 
from Sarrebruck to Tréves, At Sarrebruck the Prince delivered a 
patriotic speech, in which he declared that Prussia would never con- 
sent to the cession of the smallest — of German territory. 
Baron de Jeanain, Prefect of the Moselle, and General Marey-Monge, 


Commander of Metz, went to that place to ee their respects 


to the Prince, ia the name of the Emperor of the French. Prince 
Frederick William accompanied his father, and the Royal party left 
Sarrebruck at three o’clock on the 26th for Tréves, where they were 
received in the most enthusiastic manner. At seven o'clock the 
Princes sat down to a grand dinner given by the municipality. 

The directors of the Cologne and Minden Railway are about to 
erect colossal statues of the King of Prussia and the Prince Regent 
at the gates of the railway-bridge over the Rhine, and the models, 

repared bythe sculptors MM. Drake and Blaser, have been approved. 

he statyes will be in bronze, eighteen feet high, and will be on 
pedestals of eighteen feet. It is intended to ornament the bridge 
with various other works of art. 


RUSSIA. 
It is said that the measures for the long-expected enfranchisement 
of the Russian serfs have at length been accepted by the depaties of 
the nobility, and that the emancipation will be effected during the 


coming autumn. 
RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 

A letter from Warsaw of the 25th of May states that the concen- 
tration of the Russian troops on the frontiers of Turkey is an 
undoubted fact. Besides the 5:h corps, which has arrived to occupy 
a position on the Upper Prutb, a second corps is concentrated in 
Bessarabia and Podolia, so that when the two corps are united the 
force will amount to 60,000 men. All so’ liers on leaye of absence 
have been warned to hold themselves ready to join their regiments at 
& moment's notice, but the recruiting service, which has been sus- 
pended forthe last five years, has not yet been commande for this 
year. The Government of the Porte is, on its part, usiog every 
effort to form a numerous army, in order to prevent Servia and the 





Danubian provinces from escaping from its authority and conquering 
their independence. This army i3 at present concentrated on five 
points. The army of Roumelia is divided into four corps, which 
occupy a vast extent of ground, from the Herzegovina to Bosnia. 
The second is more numerous, and guards the frontier of Servia: its 
head-quarters is at Pristina. The third is composed of 30,000 men 
and is concentrated on the Danube, near Widdin, with its reserva at 
Sophia. The fourth is stationed between the Danube and the Black 
Sea, that is between Silistria and Kustendjuare. The reserve is at 
Schumla. The Porte hes collected 30,000 men in Thessaly, mostly 
a for the purpose of acting against the Greeks in case of 
necessity. 

A despatch from Constantinople, dated Tuesday, informs us that 
Muchtar Pacha, Minister of the Civil List, has been appointed 
Minister of Finance, replacing Hassib Pacha. Caefik Pacha, hitherto 
Minister without portfolio, replaces Muchtar Pacha. Theodor 
Baltazzi is dead. 

The Ostdeutsche Post contains the following nows from Constanti- 
nople:—‘‘The French and Russian Ambassadors have made a 
declaration to the effect that their respective Governments fully 
agree to an independent inquiry by the Porte into the condition of 
the Christians in Turkey, and that they have received instructions 
to express the satisfaction of their Governments therewith.” 

The disturbances in Syria are on the increase, Letters from . 
Beyrout to the 24th ult. state that assassinations were common. The 
Christians and the Druses bad assumed a hostile attitude towards 
each other. An account by way of Alexandria states that disturb- 
ances have taken place at Lebanon, and that the Pacha of Boyrout 
has not sufficient troops to re-establish order. 


UNITED STATES. 

The National Republican Convention at Chicago has completed it® 
labours, after a session extending over three days. The first vote for 
a candidate for the Presidency resulted as follows:—For Senatot 
Seward, 1734; Abram Lincoln, of Illinois, 102; Mr. Bates, of 
Missouri, 48 ; Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, 504; Mr. M‘Lean, of 
Ohio, 12; Mr. Chase, of Ohio, 49; Mr. Wade, of Ohio, 3; Mr. 
Dayton, of New Jersey, 14; Mr. Collamer, of Vermont, 10; and 
one each for Messrs. Sumner, Read, and Fremont. On the third 
ballot Mr. Lincoln received 230} votes, or within 1} of a nomination, 
whereupon a sufficient number of votes were changed to give him 
the requisite majority, and he was declared the nominee of the 
Republican party for the Presidency amidst scenes of the wildest 
enthusiasm. Senator Hamlin, of Maine, was nominated on the 
second ballot as the candidate for the Vice-Presidency, the vote 
being :— Hamlin, 367; C. M. Clay, of Kentucky, 86; and Hickman, 
of Pennsylvania, 13, The ‘‘ platform” adopted by the Convention 
is eminently Conservative in tone, It declares for the immunity of 
Sovereign States from interference with their domestic institutions, 
condemns the treason of John Brawn, advocates an exalted tariff 
and a relaxation of the naturalisation laws. Messrs. Lincola and 
Hamlin are both lawyers, and of about cqual age, the former being 
in his fifty-second year, and the latter fifty-one. It is stated that 
Mr. Lincoln used, as a youngster, “barefooted, and with ragged 
a to drive his father’s oxen, and spend his days in splitting 
rails,” 

There are now two Presidential tickets in the field—namely, the 
Union ticket, nominating John Bell, of Tennessee, for President ; 
and Edward Everett, of Massachusetts, for Vice-President ; and the 
Republican ticket, nominating Abram Lincoln, of Illinois, for 
President ; and Hannibal Hamlin, of Maine, for Vice-President. 

Slavery and the slave trade have formed the main subjects of 
discussion in the Senate and House of Representatives; and the 
debates have been characterised by the customary virulence, 

Another American sbip, laden with 550 slaves, has been captured 
off the Isle of Pines by the United States’ cruiser Wyandotte, and 
has been taken into Key West. The disposal of her cargo will add 
to the embarassment caused by the previous capture of the Wildfre, 
with 500 slaves on board. 

The ceremony of exchanging ratifications of the treaty with Japan 
took place on the 22nd ult. at the State Department. It consisted 
merely of comparing and certifying the correctness of the copies. 

A terrible storm visited Cincinnati and the neighbouring country 
on tke 21st ult., and caused damage to the amount of £100,000 in the 
city alone, 

CANADA. 

The inhabitants of Montreal are subscribing largely towards pro- 
viding a fund for the reception of the Prince of Wales, Public 
meetings have been held, at which the utmost enthusiasm prevailed; 
and there can hardly be a doubt that the graad demonstration which 
will be made on the auspicious occasion in the commercial metropolis 
of Canada will surpass anything of the kind ever attempted in British 
North America. Other towns and cities are also busy with their 
preparations, and intend to evince their loyalty in a conspicuous 
manner, 

CHINA. 

The accounts from different sources as to the nature of the 
Chinese answer to the demands of the French and British Govern- 
ments do not tally. A telegram just received states that the answer 
was a positive rejection of the demands ; whilst we have intelligence 
by way of Marseilles to the effect that the ultimatum has not been 
absolutely rejected by the Chinese, and that the Plenipotentiaries 
have remitted to them a modified ultimatum. This is borne out by 
the China Mail, which assures us that “the exact terms of the 
reply made to the ultimatum by the General Council at Pekin have 
not yet transpired ; but it must have been conciliatory and, on the 
whole, approaching to an acceptance of the ultimatum; for after 
thinking over the subject for a week the Plenipotentiary sent, on the 
14th inst., a second communication, explaining that the conditions 
a specified in the ultimatum were unalterable, as being the 
expressed will of her — pe and further intimating that, if the 
Chixese Government would yield immediate compliance with it, 
the demand for indemnity would not be pressed. All the stories 
about the ultimatum having been insolently rejected, or sent back 
torn into sever pieces, may be safely considered as totally unfounded. 
There is little doubt, however, that, if the Chinese do not yield full 
compliance to this second requisition, the matter will be handed over 
to the naval and military Commanders-in-Chief. Almost every day 
during the past fortnight has seen the arrival of steamers and 
sailing-vessels with French and English troops for the expeditiona 
force.” Nothing is known relative to the preparations being made 
by the Chinese, 


From Japan accounts are wnestisinstery. The foreign residents at 
Yokobama consider themselves still unsafe. There was a rumour that the 
Regent had been attacked and wounded by the retainers of the Prince of 
Meto, who is a pretender to the position of Tycoon, and said to be un- 
friendly to foreigners. 


ResxcTion or THe British Untmmatum By Tae CHINESE.— 
An important correspondence relative to the quarrel with China has been 
published. It po Mr. Bruce’s recent despatches to Lord John Russell, 
describing the failure of his negotiations with the Chinese Government. 
His despatch containing the ultimatum, which was addressed tothe Secretary 
of State at Pekin, and the reply of the Chinese authorities, rejecting the 
terms offored to them, are also published. 


An interesting effort has been lately made by the English 
ecmmunity at Constantinople to found a Literary and Scientific Institution. 
It has been also proposed to establish there a Quarterly Journal of Litera- 
ture and Science, His Excellency Sir Henry L. Bulwer has expressed his 
hearty approval of the movement. 

Lerpstc Fatr.—The commercial transactions this year at the 
great Leipeic fair have not been so extensive as on many former occasions, 
rapidity and facility of communication enabling persons now to transact 
business which was formerly monopolised by the fair. The book trade had 
a considerable part in the affairs carried on at the fair. No books are now 
sold there, but the last week of business is devoted to the settlement of 
accounts by the publishers and dealers who collect together from ail parts 
of Germany. A catalogue of the fair has been published yearly for the last 
three centuries. That of 1564 mentions only 326 Germain publications; in 
1601, 3602; im 1701, 1025; in 1789, 1517; in 1814, 2115; im 1530, 5920; in 
1846, 11,080 ; in 1848, 10,168; and in 1850, 8737. 

The young Prince Christian William of Denmark, son of the 
Crown Prince, has just been admitted as a pupil to the Royal Naval School 
at Copenhagen, after undergoing the required examination. This is the 
first time that a Prince of the reigning family of Denmark has competed for 
admission to a public school. 
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GARIBALDI'S EXPEDITION. 


Svecess has crowned Garibaldi’s enterprise—the most daring, per- 
haps, recorded in history; and it is not too much to say that 
Garibaldi is virtual master of Sicily. In this case, as in numerous 
other cases, the happy audacity of genius has triumphed where a 
far more formidable expedition, with less dash, would have signally 
failed. As stated in our last Impression, Garibaldi, on the 27th 
ult., pounced upon Palermo, of which he retains possession. We 
will endeavour to bring into some order the eontents of the nu- 
merous reports, more or less accurate, concerning the capture of 
this city; giving first, howover, by way of clearing the ground,’a 
brief summary of the procecdings immediately preceding that 
eventful day. 

The march*to the heights around Palermo was a succession of 
ecmbats. Garibaldi’s force, augmenting every day, and spread out to 
the right and left of Monreale, disiracted the attention of the 
enemy. In Palermo itseif there was great fear on the side of the 
eremy. Gates were walled up, valuables embarked, and emigration 
of obnoxious persons; the police had disappeared by the 25th; the 
ships of war were brought up to command certain portions of the 
town, and the defensible places, within and without, were occupied. 
Lanza’s force was estimated at 20,000 men and forty guts. On the 
24th an action was fought on the heights about Parco and San 
Martino, and curious observers on board ship watched with interest 
the progress of the battle, marked by the wavering line of smoke 
which gradually came down the mountain-side. At night the hills 
were ablaze with watchfires. All this time the Neapolitan Govern- 
ment sent forth lying telegrams, marked official. At length, on the 
27th, Garibaldi closed with his encmics. ; 

Palermo (as wo learn from a correspondent of the Morning Star) 

s divided into four main parts by two large strects intersecting 
each other in the form of a cross, and leading to tho four prin- 
cipal gates. To the south-west is the sea and Porta Felice; to the 
north-east is Monreale and Porta Nuovo; to the north-west is La 
Favorita and Porta Maqueda; to the south-east the road to Messiua 
and PortaTermini. The street which leads straigut from the Porta 
Nuovo to the Porta Felice, that is to say, to the soa, is called the 
street of Toledo, and, in its lowest part, near the sea, the Cassar, 
Outside the Porta Nuovo a suburban avenue stretches far into the 
north-east, adorned on both sides with magnificent villas belonging 
to the Palermitan nobility, but now nothing but a long line of ruins, 
stripped of everything, and finally burnt down by the King’s 
soldiers. Outside this gate is also part of the old walls of Palermo, 
whieh is still left standing, to be met with, as well as the palace of 
the Duke of Aumale, the Swiss barracks, and, on the left-hand side, 
the immense square of barracks, which is called Quattroventi. ‘nis 
entire suburb is called ‘‘ La Paperita.” 

In this suburb it was that General Lanza had concontrated about 

18,400 men, protected by the two barracks, by the ruins of the old 
walls, by the Royal Palace and the battery which had been planted 
near the Porta Nuovo, besides by trenches and advauced redoubts 
erected on the muin road to Monreale, as weil as by other works 
right and left of this road, on all of which cannon had been planted. 
From two to three thousand men had besides been distributed 
between the Royal Palace and the Cathedral, inside the Porta Nuovo ; 
500 occupied the Convent of the Jesuits inthe Loledo-street ; 2000 
were encamped on the Marine Parade, close to the Purta Felice and 
the Casearo ; others were at the Custom House, at Castellamare, at 
the Revenue Cflice, at the Palace Pretorio, and at the hotel of the 
® Commandant du Place,” the Quattro Centoni—that is to say, at 
tue crossing-point of the two large streets which cut Palermo into 
four quarters—the force amow ting altogether to rather more than 
25,00U men. Thus far about the stage, and one part of the actors: 
now for the other part, aud the drama. 
ZjAt about hal!-past three o'clock in the morning, on Sunday, the 
zith of May, the Royal troops were all up and under arms; each at 
his particular post. A strong detachment of lancors, sent cut to 
reconnoitre in the direction of Misilmieri, and a detachmsnt of 
dragcons, seat out likewise to reconnoitre in the direction of 
Monreale, had returned to sound the alarm, having besn received 
with discharges of mu:ketry by advanced posts of the insurgeats, 
and having observed an extracruinary movement in the encampment 
of the lsit.r. At half-past three, iudeed, the first dawa just rising 
on the horizon, the forcmost sentries of the Neapolitan army gave 
the sigral of the euemy’s advance. Garibaldi had divided his furces 
intothree columns. Ile himsef commanded that of the centre, 
which followed the main road ; Baron Stocco, though wounded at 
Calatafimi, commanded the left wing, and Sirtori or La Mosa the 
right, Others say that Bixio, and not Stocco, was at the head uf the 
leit wing. Their insignificant artillery was masked by the ceatral 
column. The distance between each column and the other was 
about a gunshot. The two wngs, which had to pass through vine- 
yards, orchards, and gardens, kept alwaysa little in advance of the 
centre, the march of ali the three columns being directed to the same 
point. Tho Royalists, who expected them, received them by a ter- 
rible fire of artillery ; the insurgents then fell into quick step, with- 
out firing a single shot. General Colonua now issued from the 
barracks, Quattroventi, at the head of a body of cavalry. Garibalidi’s 
column cpened, and Colouel Orsini received the charge of the 
cavalry with grapeshot. ‘The cavalry fled in disorder, and Garibaldi 
resumed the advance, following on their heels, thus getting the 
protection of the wall formed by the flying enemies agaiast the fire 
of their own comrades. He soon, however, found himself in face of 
the rifles commanded by General Bosco, A rolling fire was then 
began. It was now five o’clock in the morning. ‘The position of the 
insurgents was quite open; that of the Royalists was protected by 
the ancient walls of Paperita, and behind barricades and redoubts. 
The Sicilian patriots, novices in a pitched battle, appeared a little 
shaken, Garibaldi had the charge sounded—it seems to be his 
panacea for such an emergency—and on they weat against the 
enemy, thrusting forward the bayonet. A great massacre ensued, 
General Catoldo rushed to the assistance of Generol Lanza, at the 
head of the troops distributed over the town, The butchery lasted 
altogether up to ten o'clock. ‘The Royalists had lost all the cannon 
placed in the advanced redoubts. ‘I'he three columns of the insur- 
gents had mixed into oneirreguiar mass. At ten o'clock the retreat 
of the Royalists towards the Porta Nuovo became general. Stocco 
or Bixio took the Swiss barracks, where two compauies were made 
prisoners, who presented their arms to the cry ot * Viva l'[talia/” 
The right wing of the insurgents attacked the fortified barracks, 
Quattroventi, where eight pieccs of artillery were seized, and a large 
number of prisoners was made, a General—Salzano or Landi—among 
them. The insurgents, at the same time, found great stores of 
arms in these barracks. ‘Tne Royal troops were now rushing along 
Toledo-street in great disorder. 

It was now that the alarm-bells began to peal in all the clock- 
towers of the city as if by en-hantment. The people descended 
into the streets and began to erect barricades and to harass the 
troops. On the Foro Borbonico, or square of the Royal Palace, 
General Lanza attempted to form a square of troops which he had 
drawn frcm Castellamare, and to stop the disorderly flight of his 
army. At the same moment the Italian tricolour appeared at the 
top of the Ministerial hotel, situated on this very place, as well as on 
the top of the cathedral. The General gave orders to fire a volley 
against the windows of the hotel, but in the mean time the tricolour 
bad made its appearance on the Palaces Linguaglossa, Carini, Aroutri, 
Risa, Rudini, Lardiria, Aceto, and on every house in Toledo street, 
‘The troops, who fled through this street, were mowed down by pro- 
jectiles of all possible kinds thrown at them from the windows, 
Whole pianofortes came down upon them, flower-pots, nicknacks, 
aquariums, and boiling water. ‘iis was the part the women took 
in the war. The men sent down shots from pistols and fowling- 
pieces, or descended into the s'rect. This hot reception causod the 
retreating troops to turn from their way and to attempt an escape 
throvgh tke street Cinturiuari, tlie Piace Carafella, the Place Fon- 
deria, the street Mercata, and to ceck an asylum in the fort of Cas- 
tellamare, Part of them had already shut themselves up ia the 
Royal Palace near the Porta Nuovo. 

The “ Borboniaus” having thus disappeared, the insurgent torce 
made its appearance at the Porta Nuovo, At this moment the men- 
of-war staticped at the Porta Felice began to fire with grapesbot 


right down along Toledo-street. The other vessels at anchor in the 
roadstead and the fort of Casteilamare began to shell the interior of 
the town. It was now one o’clock. Garibaldi took a rest at the 
Porta Nuovo, occupying the suburbs of Paperita; but the men under 
the commend of Stocco or Bixio, and the company La Massa, went 
round the town on the northern road, and made their appearance at 
La Favorita, near the Porta Maqueda, which is not far off from the 
fort of Castellamare, and vpens into the Marine-square. They were 
provided with some pieces of artillery. Another column turned to 
the right, and went up to the gate Porta Termini. As soon as 
Garibaldi had made sure that his friends had reached these two 
places he entered the city, and advanced up to the great crossing 
point, Quattro Cantoni, under the grapeshot of the fleet. He 
established his head-quartcrs at the hotel of the ‘‘ Commandant du 
Place.” His general staff took the Palace Pretorio for themselves, 
where the revolutionary committee of Palermo was already assembled. 
The fire of the fleet and of the castle had ceased, or, to speak moro 
correctly, had slackened, The Consular body and the commanders 
of foreign vessels in the port—the Austrians among the number— 
had almost compelled General Lanza to put a stop to the bombard- 
ment. The damage done is not corsiderable. Palermo is built 
altogether of hewn stone, and its structures are very substantial. It 
was now five o'cleck. 

The King’s forces, pushed back towards the sea, placed themselves 
egain in order on the Marine-square, and those that were found to 
be most demoralised were shut up in the fort or in the Custom House, 
in the Revenue Office, and in the Cassaro, where the guns of the 
vessels stationed at the Porta Felice protected thom. Garibaldi 
was master of the whole of that part of the town which extends in 
the north from the Porta Termini to the Porta Maqueda. The 
insurrec'icn covered tte town; everywhere there were barricades to 
oppose the return of the troops to the quarters already freed from 
them, ‘The soldiers in the Royal palace were cut off from the 
remainder of the army, and regularly besieged. No effective resist- 
ance could be expected from them. 

At six o’clock the bombardment recommenced, the shots, however, 
being fired at long intervals only, and just as if merely forconscience 
sake, and for preventing the insurgents from attacking the Royal 
troops. This went on the whole night. On the morning of the 28th 
Garibaldi made his preparations to attack the fort of Castellamare, 
the fortifications of which aro not of the best kind on the land side, 
and already was the siege train found ut La Flora on its way to the 
square Delia Sanita, to be placed before M. Pojera’s workshop, when 
a messenger of General Lanza presented himself and asked for a sus- 
pension of hostilities. It was accorded on conditions not yet known, 
and half an hour afterwards a frigate left for Naples. 

Various rumours are afloat as to the nature of the armistice, 
According to one account a capitulation has beon signed on board 
the Hannibal between General Lanza and Garibaldi and the 
revolutionary committee, which stipulates that the Neapolitan army, 
25,000 strong, should quit Palermo with all the honours of war, and 
embark with their matériel on board the Neapolitan squadron. Tho 
recommencement of hostilities was reported early in the woek, but 
this, it appears, was incorrect, the last despatches from Sicily posi- 
tively ant.ouncing that the armistice had been indefinitely prolonged. 

The direct stcamer fr.m Messina to Marzeilles brings news to the 
8rd inst. The city was deserted. All merchandise had been em- 
barked, All the Consu’s had left excepting M. Boulard, the French 
Ccnsvl, who wes transporting his effects to the Descartes, on board 
of which he would retire as soon as the city should ba besieged or 
become the theatre of fighting. ‘the Supreme Committee of Patermo 
bad announced, in the name of the Dictator, that a vote will be taken 
on the question cf annexation to Sardinia. The inbabitants of the 
towrs in insurrection had requested the neighbouring communos to 
send in provisions. The whole of Paleimo was barricaded and fortified. 
Garibaldi bad a great number of grenades at his disposal. Other 
Royal troops stationed in the neighbourhood of the Custom House 
had gone over to Garibaldi with arms and ammunition. Influence 
was also exercised by Girabaldi’s agents in the other portions of the 
Neapolitan army. It was said that there 2000 sick and wounded 
among tke Royal troops. One thousand volunteers from Cagliari 
had disembarked at Mar.ala. The English Admiral had announced 
tke signature of an armistice. In the affair of Catania the peasants 
fought well, but wero ultimately repulsed. The Neapolitans lost 
200 men. Orders had been given to the various bands of insurgents 
to concentrate for the final combat. The force under the orders of 
Garibaldi is now said to amount to about 29,000 men, well armed. 

Other towns in Sicily have ri:en, the inhabitants every whore 
shouting “Italy for ever! Victor Emmanuel for ever !” 





THE LATE GALES. 


Ancther gale rore on Saturday and blew up to Sunday evening 

Many vesecls in the Pool suffered sevcrely, and several boats were stove 
in ard swamped. The roads and pavement were strewn with branches of 
trees wheiever any were growing near, and numbers were torn up by the 
routs evn in the comparative shelter of London streets. A fine elm at the 
Archi: hop'’s Palace at Lambeth was snapped in two. Two men hv to be 
taken to Westminster Hospital from blows on the head received from fall- 
ing chimney -pots. 

At Brighton, which escaped the first gale, a house was blown down, and 
windows were blownin. A brig ran ashore to the castward of the Chain 
Pier, and by means of rockets a line was conveyed to the crew, and they 
were safely Janded. The brig was knocked to pieces in a few minutes, 
Another vestel was driven ashore opposite the Albion Hotel. Oue man 
was lost in this case; and a mechanic was killed on shore in he!ping to get 
out the life-boat, by the boat-carriage passing over him. 

Near Chichester harbour a brig went down with all on board 

The lamentable «ffects of the gale of Monday week were only partially 
known when we gave our account last week. It seems that there were no 
less than three hundred and fifty wrecks, Ont of the nine ships which 
went down in Yarmouth roads on that Monday not a soul was saved. A 
barque called the Jane Green went on to the Black Hall Rocks, Hartlepool, 
and six out of eleven of thoee on board were drowned. A tug left Sunder- 
land on Sunday and has not since been heard of. At Moerdyk, near 
Flushing, a §Dutch excursion-steamer foundered, with eighty souls on 
board, of whom only three escaped. Several vessels have been passed in 
the North Sea bottom upwards. A steamer arrived at Tonning reports 
passing through a mile and a half of wreck off Lowestoft. The northern 
ports have lost at least one hundred seamen. As regards the damaze to 
property it is too various and extensive to enumerate. 

The Times devotes a leader to the late storms, and offers some pra:tical 
advice to thore *“* who go down to the sea in ships.” Our contemporary is 
of opinion that the wreck register of the year will be heavy beyond pre- 
cdent, but urges that the disasters were to a great extent preventiuie. 
“Nothing (it says) is now more plainly establish<d than that coming 
storms may be accurately predicted from the evidence of the barometer. 
The barometer began to sink as early as the 21st of the month, and declined 
Gaily, till even on the 26th it was ominously low. On Whit-Suaday, how- 
ever, the 27th, by five in the afternoon, the sigus were such as the most 
heedle:s should have observed. The giass showed a decline so rapidly that 
in the course of the night a fall of three-quarters of an inch was registerod 
in four hours and a half, while combined with this prognoetic was on 
alrupt change of temperature from sultry heat to almost wintry cold. 
These tokens told their own tale. The storm wascalled sudden—so sud n 
that its unexpected burst was reported to us as one of the prominent 
features of the phenomenon; but is is now perfectly certain that 
the very warning which, according to meteorological science, should have 
preceded such a tornado, coming from such a quarter, did precede it, and 
might bave been proclaimed in time to prevent half its consequences. One 
cf our scientific correspondents, indeed, assures us that a central station for 
such observations, communicating by telegraph with those points of [reland 
and Cornwall where the signs of the heavens are earliest so2n, could flash 
the information of a coming tempest to all parts of the country with a3 
much ease and certainty as the approach of an Atlantic steamer or a gold- 
ship. It seems plain that with such powers placed providentially in our 
bands the calamities now endured by our fishermen and coastera might ia 
most instances be avoided. A good barometer ina public situation would 
inform them exactly what to expect. They would be able to tell whether 
there was a storm in the air aa surcly as whether there was a shoal of 
herrings in the sea ; nor can we think they would negloct the opportunity.” 
The Times urges also that greater care should be exercised in procuring 
well-made cables and anchors, and that the number of life-boat stations 
should be increased.

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD.

CaRIBALDI'S EXpreDITION.—Paris, Thursdsy.—The Patrice of 
to-day says that, according to the latest despatches, nothing had 
changed at Palermo. The capitulation had not yet been signed. 
Garibaldi had constituted a Ministry, and had appointed a Governor 
of Palermo and of the province. He had likewise ordered an ex- 
traordinary levy, and had issued many decrees for energetically 
carrying on the war. One of Garibaldi’s proclamations threatened 
with heavy punishments those who should commit thefts or 
assastizations, 








NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 


The whole of the troops who are under orders to proceed to 
India during the present and following month are to be supplied with 
cholera- belts previously to embarkation. 


Major-General Gascoigne resigns the command of the Dublin 
district on the lst of July. No arrangement respecting his succeasor is yet 
made, but a rumour, says the Army and Navy Gazxtte, refers pointedly to 
Sir Richard Airey, now Quartermaster-General. 

The men of the 72nd and 74th Regiments, stationed in Dudhope 
Barracks, were engaged in rifle practice with blank cartridges in the 
Barrack-park, vhen a boy, who was playing, was fatally shot with a pea. 
A private is in custody charged with culpable homicide. 

A fatal accident has occurred at the village of Sholding, about a 
toile and a half to the west of Deal, through the bursting of a shell fired 
from 8.ndown Castle. Some of the Royal Artillery were practising with 
she)l fring, when one of the shells fell and burst near some Coastguirdmen 
wLo were engeged in piling shot near No. 1 Battery; and one of them 
(Oxford) was struck by a piece of the shell, and killed on the spot. 


The London Volunteers continue to work hard at drill, and 
seem Cetermined to deeerve even higher praise than has been already awarded 
tothem. Last Saturday, notwithstanding that heavy rain was falling, a 
number of the metropolitan corps met in Hyde Park, and for the first time 
went through a course of brigade drill About 2000 are reported to have 
mustered, They were under the command of Lord Ranelagh, and the 
maLcuvres were remarkably well executed. 


Several of the new screw despatch-vessels recently launched, 
and others now building for the Government at various private yards, are in- 
tended to be supplied with Armstrong guns, which will be fitted on gun- 
carrisges of an improved description, constructed for the naval service with 
a view to counteract the inconvenience arising from the powerful recoil of 
rifled ordnance and the rolting of a heavy sea. Several pattern gun-carriages, 
constructed on different principles, both for the naval and military s:rvice, 
have been turned out of the Royal Arsenal, and will be subjected to 
experiments, 


Tue Nationan Ririe Assocration.—-A meeting of the 
National Association for the "ncouragement of Rifle-shooting was held last 
Saturday at Willis’s Rooms. The Right Hon. Sidney Herbert presided. The 
meetit g was attendcd by several eminent persons who have tiken an 
interest in the success of the volunteer movement. The association was 
cstablichid for the purpose of forming a central body of communication 
for all the different volunteer corps in the United Kingdom, and under its 
aurpicies will be held the great rifle-shocting contest at Wimbledon in the 
ccurre of this year. It was stated by the chairman that the financial 
prospects of the association were promising, the receipts amounting to 
moire than £2000; but Lord Elcho thought that, considering the heavy 
expenses likely to be incurred at Wimbiedon, the accounts would show a 
ccticit at the close of the year. letter was read from Lord Lyadhuret 
showing that truly venerable nobleman’s warm interest in the vuiunteer 
cauee.

The consecration of Wolvercott Church, Oxford, which hag 
been rebuilt with the exception of the tower, took place on Thursday week. 
The edifice, designed by Mr. Buckeridge, of Oxford, is in the Geometrical 
Decorated style, contains £92 sittings, and consists of a nave, chancel, north 
aisle, and south porch, 

At a meeting of the electors of the Downing Professorship, 
Cambridge, held at Lambeth Palace on Wednesday, Willian Lloyd Birkbeck, 
Keq., M.A., one of the readers at Lincoln's Inn, and formerly Fellow of 
Trinity College, was elected Downing Professor in the room of Audrew 
Amos, Esq., deceaeed. 

The Bishop of Kingston has been employed for six weeks in a 
visitation of the Bahamas, making a voyage in a little schooner of sixty 
tins. On April the 2lst the Bishop returned to Jamaica and landed at 
Port Antonio about noon, during market hours, and was cordially greeted 
by the people. The next day the Bishop preached in the parish church, 
and confirmed one hundred and thirty persons. 

The venerable parish church of Uppingham is about to be 
restored at a cost of about £4000. This church is peculiarly interesting 
from the fact that Jeremy Taylor was Rector of Uppingham. ‘The pulpit 
from which he preached is in existence, although much disfigured by 
paint, and the interesting associations connected with it have determined 
the Rector and restoration committee to retain it, although the style in 
which it is designed is not in accordance with the supposed date of the 
church. The energetic exertions of the Rev. Chancellor Wales, Rector, the 
hcn. secs., and the committce, have in a short time rosulted in subscriptions 
eacecding £3000. 

A new north aisle at Christ Church, Friezland, Yorkshire, was 
opered by the Bishop of Manchester on Whit-Tuesday. One hundred and 
sixty-cight persons were confirmed by the Bishop on the occasion, which 
was also the the tenth anniversary of the consecration. The new aisle adds 
cne hundred and fifty sittings, of full size, to the church, and {s built at 
the cole expense of F. F. Whitehead, Eeq. The church, with its schools 
and parsonege, and endowment of £300 a ycar, has thus been completed at 
the expense of Messrs. R. R. Whitehead and Brothers, of Royal George 
Mills, near Manchester. The cost has been about £16,000. 


On Thursday week the first stone of St. Luke’s Church, Hey- 
woced, Lancashire, was laid by the Rev. W. Hornby, Vicar of St. Michael’s- 
on-Wyre, in the presence of a vast concourse of people. Thero were ten 
tands of music, flags were flying from many of the houses, and also from 
factories and churches. There was a general holiday. A procession was 
formed in a field in the suburbs of the town, consisting of the children of 
Sunday echcol*, clergy, Freemasons, Orangemen, Oddfellows, Order of 
Floughmwen, Order of Gardeners, &c. The amount already raised in sub- 
tcriptions is over ££000, and the probable cost of the structure will be 
£10,000.  Yesterdsy se’nnight a numerous perty of gentlemen dined 
tc gether in the Mechanics’ Institution—the Rey.

‘The French are a sober ple, not 
because they drink wine, but because they are good pol ey Where 
you have bad cookery and good liquor, depend upon it the liquor 
will the day. And we shall not stop the rage for liquor in this 
country by making it still better—by turning the gin into ‘cognac, 
and by turning the beer into bordeaux. The cure lies rather in 
restoring the balance between meat and drink. Put the meat more 
on a par with the drink and then see what the result will be. Either 
teach the poor man to cook, or give him his meat well cooked. Let 
the Temperance Leagues and Alliances look to it. They will 
accomplish far more good by improving the working man’s edibles 
than by meddling with his potables—by seconding that natural law 
which makes a man chiefly dependent on his food, rather than by 
poncny om to place artificial barriers in the way of his getting what- 
ever drink he may require. The best cure for the drunkenness of 
the lower classes is, not a Maine Liquor Law, but soup and sausages, 
pudding and pies ; is not to shut the beershops, but to open the poor 
man’s kitchen.”

This 
impulse induces them to become vagrants in imagination and reality 
tourists in the old world of Europe, dreamers and artificers in the 
older world of and romance; and the contrast of that to 
which they attach themselves, as compared with that which they 
fly from, is more stimulating than early association with such influ- 
ences is tous.” The writer of the article adds :—‘‘ We subscribe to 
every word of this ; but we would add what, we believe, the writer 
has omitted for this cause only, that he has not witnessed recently 
upon the spot the working influence of the poetic artist life of Rome 
upon the minds of that c of Americans whose peculiarities have 
not escaped the shrewdness of his observation. And what we would 
thus add is this—tbat these revolting, imaginative Americans are, 
in increasing numbers, ‘dreamers and artificers’ elsewhere than in 
the literary world of ‘ poetry’ and of ‘romance.’ Mr. Hawthorne’s 
book, indeed, might ost save us the trouble of pointing out how 
busily, and with what promise of excellence, his fellow-countrymen 
are not only dreaming, but embodying dreams in the old world 
region of art.” It is probable that a certain class of readers will 
welcome the article on “ The Progress of French Agriculture,” which 
appears to us, speaking from a technically-uninstructed point of 
view, to be very ably done. The current number of this magazine 
is well filled, and a glance at the list of contents will show that pains 
have been taken in the selection of the 
subject-matter. 

In Colburn’s New Monthly the “ Chances 
of Invasion” are treated from a historico- 
comparative point of view, which gives the

MR BOWYER, M.P., AS A KNIGHT OF MALTA. 


Some little time since the journals informed the public that Mr. 
Bowyer, M.P. for Dundalk, had been invested with the Order of 
St. John of Jerusalem, the popular title of which is the Knighthood 
of Malta. It was probably not much known that this ancient order, 
so celebrated in former times for its contests with the Turks, was 
still in existence, although the condition of the brotherhood is only 
honorary since it was driven from its last seignorial possessions at 
Malta. Its head-quarters are now at Rome, where the order hasa 
palace, in which the Grand Master and the brethren, comprising the 
sacred council, reside. It is to be noted that the order still pays 
interest on the money borrowed by one of its Grand Masters, De 
Rohan, which was expended on the construction of the fortifications 
of Malta. This order, as is well known, formerly held large pos- 
sessions in England; and the pleasant suburb of St. John’s-wood 
stands on ground which formed part of their estates. It once 
held the Temple in its hands, and was the owner of a large 
estate in Clerkenwell, where the gate of their priory is still in 
existence. The order was abolished in this country by Henry VIII., 
restored by Mary, and finally dissolved by Queen Elizabeth. The 
Prince Consort is one of its honorary Grand Crosses, 








PROCIDA. 


Tuts island (the ancient Prochyta) is situated at the north-west 
extremity of the Bay of Naples, and is separated from the mainland 
by a channel one mile and a half across. Procida is broken into 
numerous bays and coves, which give it a picturesque outline, Its 
length is about three miles, and its breadth a mile anda half. The 
northern extremity of Procida is loftier and more picturesque than 
the south. On the south spur of the bold promontory of Procida a 
castle is built. The position of this castle, now a Royal palace, is 
very fine, commanding from its terrace the = of Naples on the one 
side, and the Bay of Gaeta ontheother. Up the slopes of the castle 
hill from the seashore stretches the town of Procida, in the form of an 
amphitheatre, backed and interspersed with vineyards, orange-groves, 
and fruit-gardens. The houses, with their flat-terraced roofs and their 
out-door staircases, remind the traveller of many towns in modern 
Greece. On the east the coast is broken into two creeks formed by 
the Punta Pizzaca and Punta Socciaro. On the north-west point, 
called the Punta di Chiupeto, at the entrance of the channel, is a 
lighthouse with a fixed light. The island is richly cultivated with 
vineyards and fruit-gardens, which supply the markets of the 
capital and constitute the chief source of the prosperity of the 
inhabitants. These, according to ‘‘ Murray’s Handbook,” number 
13,000. In the thirteenth century this island was the property of 
John of Procida, the principal actor in the ‘‘ Sicilian Vespers.”

of diabolical cruelty. 
‘* Every commissary, 
every gaoler,” says M. 
de la Varenne, ** has 
his own method of 
applying torture. It 
is revolting to come 
to details, but they 
are unhappily pe 
and confirmed by of- 
ficial authority. The 
famous Pontillo owes 
his reputation to the 
species of torture 
which he applies in 
his own commissariat, 
making the victim sit 
down in a railed arm- 
chair set with razor- 
blades, under which 
is placed a pan of 
burning coals. The 
inspector, Louis Ma- 
niscalco, the name- 
sake of the General 
Director, applies to 
the accus little 
iron hands provided 
with a closing-screw. 
This is called, in 
the language of the 
police, ‘the angelic 
instrument.’ The 
gaoler, Bruno, belong- 
ing to the police 
commissariat of the 
«dious Carrega (there 
is a prison in each 
commissariat), tor- 
tures by stripping 
the victim of his 
clothes and binding 
his head between his 
legs. Others employ

Tue position into which the Reform Bill has been driven would ba 
ludicrous if the question involved was not so important as to 
prevent its being looked at from any but the most serious point 
of view. The statement of Lord J. Russell on Monday evening 
was very naturally taken as a tentative proceeding. It was 
sufficiently obvious that his object was what is called in sporting 
language, to save his stakes. The period of the Session which has 
been reached, the policy of delay and obstruction which has been 
adopted by avowed foes and covert enemies, as evidenced in a long 
list of motions preliminary to going into Committee, and in whole 
pages of amendments in Committee, all combined to make some 
course which would save the credit of the Government, even by 
the narrowest shave, necessary, and therefore the Minister 
especially charged with the conduct of the measure was, in a certain 
sense, compelled to hint a compromise and indicate concession in 
the hope of being able to carry a bill of any kind this year, 
What may be gathered from Lord J. Russells observations seems 
to be that, while he throws over the Scotch and Irish bills as 
impedimenta in the nature of overweight, he is prepared 
to accept modifications of the franchise, either in the 
shape of fancy franchises, or a rating instead of a rental franchise, 
or even in an increase on the £6 and £10 which at present con- 
stitute the proposed suffrage in the measure for England. Now, 
we confess that this course is not one which we can take on our- 
selves to declare to be satisfactory. It does not seem to us, upon 
the maturest reflection, that the mere personal credit, not to say 
the mere personal vanity, of a Minister should be made para- 
mount to a principle which has not only been laid down 
by the Government but accepted by the House of Commons by 
the act of passing the second reading of the bill without an 
amendment being moved or the opinion of that assembly being 
tested by a division. It is not to be disguised that the attitude 
of the Government, as a body, has invited the difficulty in which 
they now find themselves placed. The lukewarmness of Lord 
Palmerston is overt, or, at least, scarcely concealed, looking to 
the systematic gilence which he has observed in the discussions on 
this bill, and still more to his demeanour in the House, to say 
nothing of a tendency to be absent when the Reform Bill is the 
matter in hand, which is at least unusual with one of the most 
patient, long-sitting, and enduring leaders of the House of 
Commons on record. It is haraly to be expected that the 
country will believe that the whole force of official in- 
fluence and Ministerial weight has been directed towards 
the pressing on of the Reform Bill, or to the exercising 
of that gentle violence on doubtful or recalcitrant m:mbers 








which is so well understood, and which is rarely found in- 
effectual when the heart of the Government is in the business 
which isin hand. The complication caused by Mr. Mackinnon’s 
motion to postpone the consideration of the question of Reform 
until that indefinite period when the result of the Census has 
been ascertained, and by Sir James Fergusson’s irregular pro: 
ceeding in seeking a technical adjournment of the debate 
on going into Committee, might have yielded to such a pressure 
as was put on the Government in the earlier stages of Mr. 
Gladstone’s Budget. When the fiuancial measures were brought 
forward they bore the stamp of reality and completeness upon 
them, so far as the decided opinion of the Government was con- 
cerned; and the earnestness with which they were handled imbued 
them all with the elements of success, and in the result the House 
was morally coerced into regular and active dealing with them. 
No one will deny that, if the Reform Bill had borne on the face of it 
an expression which indica‘ed a similar spirit in reference to its 
inception and to the mode in which it was manipulated in its 
passage through Parliament, long ere this it might have been 
in Committee, and in a fair way to become an accomplished 
fact. It is quite certain that all this not only will be, 
but has already been, felt in the country; and if, as seems 
imminent, this Session passes without the enactment of a 
measure at least largely increasing the area of the franchise, the 
vacillating, half-hearted conduct of the Government will be 
remembered, and they will be rendered accountable not only for 
the more or less legitimate obstructions which this bill has met 
with from the Opposition proper, but for the caprices, not to say 
fantastic tricks, which have characterised the proceedings of 
some gentlemen who call themselves Liberal members of Par- 
liament and advocates of the fair and just representation of the 
people.

Early in the afternoon the Prince Consort went to Maybury, in 
order to lay the foundation-stone of the central hall of the Royal Dramatic 
College. In the evening the Queen gave a concert in the ball and concert 
roum, when the Yorkshire Choral Union—comprising the Leeds Festival 
Choral Society, the Halifax Choral Soviety, and the Huddersfield Choral 
Seciety—had the honour of performing before the Court. Her Majesty and 
the Prince Conrort, accompanied by Princess Alice, the King of the 
Belgians, the Duchess of Cambridge and Princess Mary, the Count 
de Flandre, the Duke of Cambridge, Prince Louis and Prince Henry of 
Hesse, passed from the white drawing-room through the picture gallery 
and promenade gallery into the new ball and concert room, when the 
performance commenced with ‘Strike, strike the lyre, let music tell,” a 
choral glee by T. Cooke. A distinguished circle of the aristocracy had the 
honour of receiving invitations 

On Saturday the Prince Consort presided at a meeting of the Council of 
the Duchy of Cornwall, at the Duchy Office, Buckingham-gate, St. James's 
Park. In the evening the Queen bad a dinner party. The company 
included the King of the Beijgians, the Princess Alice, the Count de 
Flandre, the Duke of Cambridge, the Prince of Lichtenstein, the Duchess 
of Sutherland, the Belgian Minister and Madame van de Weyer, the 
Austrian Minister and Countess Ap;onyi, the Earl of St. Germans, Lord 
and Lady Jobn Ruseell, and the Right Hon. W. BH. and Mrs. Gladstone

the fact, thovgh known to them, that the Messrs, Scrimgeour, the brokers 
of the bank, bad had speculative transactions with Pullinger, whilst giving 
up the names of the ovher brokers who were known to have had such trans- 
actions with him. 

Norta Lonpon or University Cortece Hosrrrau.—The 
annual festival in aid of the funds of this institution was held on Wednesday 
evening at the London Tavern—Lord Brougham, President, in the chuir. 
There were present Lord Belper, Hon, G. Denman, M.P., Sir Francis 
Goldsmid, M.P., W. Ewart, Ksq., M.P., Professor Erichson, and other 
influential friends of the hospital.

PRESERVATION OF Lirz rroM Saipwreck.—A meeting of the 
Royal Nutional Life-boat Institution was held on Thursday at its house, 
Jobn-street, Adelphi—Mr. Thomas Chapman in the chair. The Lowestoft 
life-boat, which is in connection with the institution, was, during the late 
hurricane, instrumental in rescuing the crews of two wrecks—cight men 
from the brig Rapid, of Portsmouth; and five persons, consisting of the 
master, his wife, daughter, son, and an infant eleven months old, from the 
sloop Three Brothers, of Goole. The Pakefield and Kessingland life-boat 
had also been instrumental in rescuing, during the same fearful gale, many 
a one from a watery grave. A reward of £6 10s was voted to the institu- 
tion’s pew life-boat at Whitburn, near Sunderland, for putting off and 
saving the crew of four men and the master's wife of the sloop Char/otte, of 
Woodtmidge, which, during a heavy gale of wind, was wrecked on the rocks 
nesr Whitburn on Monday weck. Rewards were also voted to the crews of 
the life-boats of the institution stationed at Brighton, Cahore, and Arklow, 
and to the crews of shore- boats, for their laudable services in saving life from 
various wrecks. An interesting communication was read from the clerks and 
workmen in the employ of Messrs. Ransomes and Sims, of Ipswich, stating that 
they had forwarded £21 to the National Life-boat Institution, and expressing 
a hope that other large establishments would follow their example in con- 
tributing to so valuable a a Colonel Talbot Clifton, of Lytham Hall, 
was elected a vice-president of the institution.

for discovering the genuineness of bank-notes. 


MaILs ror AuSTRALIA AND New Zeatann.—The mails for the 
Australian colonies and New Zealand, intended to be forwarded vii 
Southampton, will, in future, be made up in London on the morning of the 
20th of each month, mstead of on the,12th, and the mails to be forwarded vid 
Marseilles will be made up on the evening of the 26th instead of the 1Sth of 
the month. On those occasions when the 20th of the month falls on Sunday, 
the mails for Australia, &c., will be made up on the previous evening ; and 
when the 26th of the month falls on Sunday the mails will be made up on 
the following evening. In consequence of this alteration, mails for Ceylon 
will no longer be dispatched on the 12th and 18th of the month. The 
Australian mail-packets will, in future, proceed no further than Melbourne, 
and, after leaving Point de Galle, will touch, to land and embark muils, at 
King George’s Sound only. The mails for South Australia, New South 
Wales, and New Zcaland will be landed at Melbourne, and will be forwarded 
thence to their destination by such means as may be provided by the 
colonial Governments.

DeaTH hi: robbed us of ano‘her eminent agriculturist and valuer 
in Mr. A. Biddell, of Playford, Suffolk, who died last week at the age 
cf seventy-eight. Among those who attended his funera! were his 
nephew, Mr. Liddell Airy (the Astronomer Royal), Mr. Allen 
Ransome, ard fifty of the leading Suffolk farmers. His education 
was merely derived from the village school of Ringham, but his 
natural tulent supplied the want of higher training, and it is to his 
self-matured taste for mechanics that agriculture owes some very 
important implements. He occupied the Hill House Farm at Play- 
ford for nearly half a century, and was said to be one of the very 
last wearers ot the primitive knee-breeches costume. 

The annval report of the Irish Agricultural Society, which holds 
its meeting at Cork this summer, has just been published. The new 
members amount to one hundred and sixty. Lord Clonbrock has 
been appointed president, and Lord Talbot de Malahide has announced 
that he wiil give a silver cup to the landlord who builds the most ap- 
proved farmhouses, with farm buildings, for tillage farms, valued, 
under the tenement valuation of Ireland, at from £50 to £150 per 
annum. Captain Ball, the well-known prizeshorthorn breeder, brought 
the subject of the Turkish bath for cattle before the meeting, and at 
this, his third effort, succeeded in getting a committee of four to go 
to Blarney and other places to collect evidence, and make a short 
report to the council, with the view of enabling those interested to 
bring the matter forward in the showyard at Cork, where Dr. 
Barter intends to put up a booth, and show the working of the 
system. In the course of his speech he observed: “ It was the great 
bugbear that stood in the way of investing capital in dairy stock ; 
even the enormous price of butter last year had failed to make men 
invest in dairy property; and why? Because they or their friends 
a few years back had been nearly ruined by the distemper. It was 
stated to him that a frieze-coated farmer in the south of Ireland—he 
did not know his name, but that did not matter for the purpose— 
who bad up to iast November a dairy of thirty cows, had lost every 
one of them. He wasset on ‘ his legs’ again, and two of his cows 
fell sick. Dr. Barter went over to him and showed him how, for the 
sum of £6, he could put up arude Turkish bath, and in that bath ho 
treated the remainder of his stock, and since then he has not lost a 
single cow, although they had been all attacked with distemper 
and it was stated that the result in every case with regard to milch 
cows was the same—that after such treatment they were again in 
milk in the course of ten days.” 

The East Surrey Agricultural Society has held a good meeting a' 
Croydon. Mr. Halestook first prizes with his shorthorn bulls, Priam 
and Young Cardinal; while that for the best shorthorn cow of any 
age went to Mr. Noakes’s Seraphine the Second, which was purchased 
for 7(gs. at the Cobham sale. Mr. E, Stenning, of Godstone, was 
very successful with his Down sheep. 

The Ayr Advertiser has the following respecting the Ayrshire 
milking trial which we mentioned last week :—‘‘ The cow belongiog 
to Mr. Robert Wallace, Kirklandholm, St. Quivox, which gave the 
largest quantity of milk atthe Duke of Atholl’s competition, im- 
proved wonderfully in amount of produce after she was put on the 
gra:s. She lately gave the astonishing quantity of 75 imporial 
pounds, or 74 imperial gallons, of milk per day for several days in 
tuccession. The largest quantity at one milking was 3¥ib. We 
understand this valuable animal bas been purchased for the noble 
Duke and sent to Dunkeld.”

A family, five in number, living in an underground cellar in 
Limerick, were suffocated on Tuceday se’nnight by an escape of gas. 

On Saturday afternoon two houses, long unoccupied in the 
Waterloo-road, fell out on the pavement. No person received any injury. 

The deliveries of tea in London estimated for last week were 
908,442 Ib., a decrease of 246,008 lb. compared with the previous stutement.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
‘Waew on Monday evening last the order of the day for going into 
Committee on the bill for the Amendment of the Representation of 
the People was called on, there were probably between thirty and 
forty members on the floor of the House, exactly three spectators 
in the Speaker's Gallery, and about a dozen ia the Strangers’ Gallery 
proper—interest, of course, therefore most intens». As usual, too, 
on the occasions of dalliance with this measure, the Treasury 
bench was left in the undisputed possession of Lord Joha Russell, 
and, of course, Lord Palmerston was not there, and did not coms 
in until a considerable time after—between seven and eight o’clo k, 
as we think. A glance at the notice paper showed a list of 
‘instructions to the Committee,” and motions on tho question 
that the House do go into Committee, which, if duly debated, 
would, on a moderate computation, occupy the time of the 
House until, say, the 18th of August, at which time the 
Speaker would be at liberty to leave the chair. However, that right

prospect before him, with that Mr. Tocts-like and apologetic manuer 
in which he always performs the duties of his offics, procseded 
to cut down and expurgate all the “instructions,” with 
two exceptions. This was not done, however, without a contest, 
and something very like ascene. Mr. Bentinck, whose demsanour 
and mode of dealing with everything he undertakes may be described 
as insolence, tempered by jokes, very quietly, but with a fliaty- 
faced manner peculiar to him, proceeded to endeavour to get 
his “ instruction” into discussion by a side-wind, firstly by pre- 
tending to do what is called “speaking to order,” and when 
stimulated by the interposition of Sir George Grey and Mr 
Bouverie, both of whom have acquired a kind of permissive 
right or prescription to give authoritative opinions on points 
of Parliamentary practice, the Speaker endeavoured to stop 
bim, he went on, encouraged, no doubt, by the hesitating and almost 
tremulous decicion from the chair. Just at this instant there eatered 
into the Peers’ seat under the gallery Viscount Eversley, so wal 
known es Mr. Staw Lefevre, who was the very Agamemnon o 
Speakers, or, still better, the Jupiter Vindex of Parliamentary 
order, whore nod was usually sufficient to settle a dispute, and 
whose ansxandronic voice, booming through the most Irish of rows, 
stilled in a moment the most tumultuous war of tongues. In a 
moment there passed over his countenance an expression of indignant 
surprise ; the Speaker's eye fell upon him ; and we fancy we almost 
detected a gesture of half reproof, half encouragement, from the 
ex-functionary to the official in esse. Bo that as it may, a 
change came over Mr. Evelyn Donison which was so marked as to 
seem the effect of the presence of Lord Eversley, and he turned on 
Mr. Beutinck with so much vigour that that gentleman looked up 
in unfeigned surprise, and, probably, he too saw the well-known 
features of the ruler of men and members, with the old stern ex- 
pression of command acquiring its ancient fixity, and, influenced by 
that feeling which induced a Prime Minister always to feel cowed 
when in the presence of Dr. Somebody who had beon head master 
when he was at Eton, be yielded, and lapsed into legitimacy and 
order. It is not absolutely asserted that both these circumstances 
were the actual and immediate consequence of the presence of Lord 
Ever:ley, but at least they were coincident with it, and the con- 
catenation of ideas might have produced the effect. At any rate 
the progross of the Keform Bill was only delayed by the countless 
notices of “ instructions to the Committee” by forty minutes instead 
of probably a fortnight. 

lt was emivently characteristic of the whole of this Reform Bill 
businers, which profane persons do not hesitate to call a farca, 
that Lord John Russe}! rose at half-past eight o'clock in the thinnest 
of Houses to move that the House do go into Committee, and to 
state the ccurse which the Government meant to take. Waiting 
for this, Mr. Di:racli had been kept away from dinner, a refection to 
which he departs usually with extreme punctuality at five minutes 
to seven o'clock. Doubuless this did not improve his temper ; and 
Lord Jobn, who, truth to say, struggling with difficulties as hoe was, 
did his werk ably and even impressively, probably perceiving this, 
went out of his way to pay an elaborate compliment to the leader of 
the Opposition. To a certain extent this was untactical, for it 
showed a latent sense of weakuess, and implied a petition for for- 
bearance. But the workings of his ancestral blood were too strong 
in Mr. Disracli to allow him to lose an opportunity when he had 
his ‘‘ evemy on the hip” of ‘‘ feeding fat the ancient grulge he bore 
him.” According'y he delivered a speech that, if it had been an 
impromptu one, would have ranked with the most powerful and, io 
many respects, the most happy of his inspirations. But itis too 
much to suppore that so watchtul and experienced a Parliamentarian 
shou'd not have been aware that Lord John would, if not necessarily, 
probably make some statement at this stage of the bill, and so the 
speech bore evident jmarks of preparation, more or less elaborate 
In comprehensiveners, in sarcasm, and in bitter porsonality tinged 
with a sense of this being the moment of direct and retributive 
revenge om Lord Jobn for having crushed his (Mr. Disraeli’s) 
Reform Bill last year, this address may bear comparison with 
any of the famous orations against Peel. At times the blast of 
bitter irony which he poured straight into Lord John's fase 
was withering, and bere and there were bits of argumentation, 
thovgh principally the argument was ad hominem, which were 
exceedingly powerful and very well put, Curiously enough, this 
remarkable speech was addressed to the most meagre possible of 
Houses ; no intimation of what was going on, which, of course, was 
as usual forwarded to all the resorts of mombers by telegraph, 
resulting in bringing in an audience. The attack of Mr. Disraoli, 
though mainly aimed at Lord John, was so swoeping that it 
included the whole Ministry, and yet nota man on the Treasury 
bench (of the two or three that were there, among the absentees 
being Mr. Gladstone) stirred. Lord Palmerston had arrived before 
Mr. Disraeli rose, and had heard it all, but he gave no sign, and, 
after a pause, something next to nothing intervened in the shape of 
Mr. Mackinnon, and the Speaker took the opportunity of slipping 
awsy to take his five minutes’ vacation, and to bolt his cup of luke- 
warm coffee, as bis custom is, about half-past nine. 

By the time Mr. Mackinnon rose an idea had got abroad thata 
ferious danger to the Government lurked in his, on the face of it 
unpretending, motion—that it was inexpedient to proceed with any 
measure for the amendment of the representation of the people until 
after the result of the Census of next year was ascertained. Oddly 
enough, then, this very excellent, amiable, and, in many respects,

to a voice for delay; and that gentleman, being blessed

delivery. This alone would have been sufficient to reveal the 
tactique of the Opposition, which was still more developed by the 
fact of the motion for the adjournment being moved by one of 
their own body. And thus the fate of the Reform Bill, which for 
the first time formally and regularly hung in the balance, was post- 
poned, at least until the following Thursday, of the events of which 
day there must be in these columns a chronicle hereafter.

THE REFORM BILL. 

On the order of the day for going into Committee on the measure, Mr. 
Hunt and Mr. Bentinck proposed certain “instructions” to the Coin- 
mittee which the Speaker declared to be informal. Mr. Bentinck, however, 
ultimately succeeded in carrying a motion to the effect “that it be an 
intruction to the Committee that they have power to make provision for 
the better prevention of bribery and corruption at elections.” 

Lord J. Russe, in moving that the Speaker leave the chair, stated that 
it would be necessary to abandon the Scotch and Irish Reform Bilis this 
Session, but that the Government saw no reason for postponing the 
measure under consideration, He pointed out that the state of the public 
business placed no difficulties in the way of proceeding with the bill, and 
called upon the House to take up the question in a fair and impartial spirit, 
and not to endeavour, by frivolous and “‘ hollow” pretexta, to defeat the 
great object the Government had in view. He defended the principle of the 
bill, and contended that the House had pledged itself to an exteasion of the 
franchise. 

Mr. Disraett admitted that the Conservative party had given a pledge 
in favour of the enfranchisement of the working classes, and that in 
assenting to the secend reading of the bill they had admitted its principle, 
but be did not consider that they were, therefore, bound to acquiesce in 
all the details of the measure. He condemned the proposal tu abandon 
the Scotch and Irish bills, while that re'ating to Enyland was to bo pro 
ceeded with,—a course which he regarded as quite unprecedented and as 
quite wnealled-for. 

Mr. Mackinnon moved that the House should not proceed further with 
the consideration of the Reform Bill until it was placed in possession of 
the results of the Census. 

Sir G. C. Lewis strongly oppoeed this amendment, pointing out that it 
would involve a delay of at least two years, 

After some further discussion the debate was adjourned until Thursdiy.

He poiuted out the 
irresponsible position of the examiners, and urged that many cases of hard- 
ship arose in which persons who had been for yeara in the public service, 
on being transferred or presented, were —— to submit to competitive 
examinations, in which they were excelled by younger men who had been 
examined for the purpose ; and many able men were thus lost to the service 
and rendered destitute. The hon. gentleman caused som? ams? 
ment by reading some of the — put to candidates for the Civil 
Service, a specimen of which was this ; ‘‘ How many entire days have elapsed 
sin’e the opening of the Great Exhibition of 1851?"—The CaanceLtor 
of the Excnequer said that there were originally grave objections 
to this motion, and the objections had been increased by the speech which 
had accompanied it, the animus of which was palpable—namely, to get rid 
of competitive examination, a plan which had tended very much to do 
away with a system of jobbery which prevailed in the distribution of offices 
in the public service. In reference to the questions which had been 
quoted, Be was of opinion that there was nothing unduly severe, far less 
ridiculous, in them, and they were well calculated to test the general 
knowledge of candidates. He thought no case had been made out for the 
interference of the House in a sense which would amount to a censure on 
the Commissioners ; and, besides, the motion was inopportune, as it was 
made at the moment that a Committee had inquired into, and was about to 
report on, the system of examinations for the civil service.—Sir F. Samira, 
as an examiner of five years’ experience at Addiscombe, fully concurred in 
the opinions expressed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and hoped 
the motion would not be pressed —Mr. Benrinck contended that the 
absurdity of the system of examination was palpable, and read a series 
of questions which went far to prove his argument.—Lord Sran ry said 
that the fact of this motion being discussed in that House was a proof that 
the civil service examiners were not an irresponsible body. In one respect 
nobody denied that the present system was superior to the former one, and 
that was that a candidate stood or fell by his own merits alone, and with- 
out reference to aid from friends or patronage. He thought it not fair to 
take one or two remarkable questions in the examination papers as speci- 
mens of the whole; whereas the fact was that the utmost diversity of 
subject was adopted, in order to comprehend the variety of knowledge 
likely to belong to candidates, arising from all sorta of sources of instruc- 
tion.

Mr. Incuam supported the bill. 

Mr. Howarp gave notice that in Committee he should propose clauses 
compelling the Commissioners to augment small livings. 

Mr. Newbecate opposed the bill, and censured the conduct of the Com- 
missioners. 

After some remarks from Mr. Liddell and Mr. Deedes, the debate, on the 
motion of Lord Henley, was adjourned for a fortnight.

PARLIAMENTARY REFORM. 

Lord Teynuam, having presented several petitions in favour of Parlia- 
mentary Reform, moved the resolution of which he had given notice, as 
follows :—“‘ That this House, greatly desiring the settlement of tae question 
of Parliamentary Reform, for the satisfaction of men's minds, for the sake 
of the peace of the country, and that the business of Parliament may bo 
proceedcd with without let, is willing to give its most careful consideration 
to the prayer of the petitions which have been presented to it in favour of 
manhood suffrage and vote by ballot, this being the broadest basis for the 
elective franchise which has been presented to it by petition. That the 
House hopes to be able to discern those who, for any reason, ought not 
to be allowed a vote, and to point out the means whereby improper per- 
sons may be deprived of the franchise after it is legally possessed, so 
that, on the one hand, no man shall be left without the franchise against 
whom no just norsuflicient reason for his disfranchisoment can be assigned ; 
and, on the other hand, no man shall be put on the list of voters, or con- 
tinued thereon, against whom just grounds of disfranchisement can be 
alleged or proved. That this House is therefore prepared to recommend 
euch alterations in the Criminal, Vagrant, and Poor Laws as shall appear 
necessary to cut off from the register of voters all improper persons. In 
this way the House hopes to grant the spirit of the prayer of its petitioners 
for manhood suffrage and vote by ballot, not only without detriment to the 
common weal, but with great advantage to the same.” 

Karl Granvitix, in a brief speech, opposed the resolution of the nobla 
Lord, which was then negatived without a division.

THE REFORM BILL. 

Lord J. Russxw1, in reply to questions from Mr. Blake and Mv. M‘Cann, 
stated that if the English Reform Bill should pass in the course of the 
present Session it would be for the Crown to decide whether a dissolution 
of Parliament should immediately ensue; but if her Majesty, in the exer- 
cise of her prerogative, should determine up m dissolving Parliament, such 
dissolution would extend to the constituencies of Scotland and Ireland as 
well as of England, although the Reform Bills for the two former portions 
of the United Kingdom shouli not previously have received the sanction of 
the Legislatuie. The noble Lord, in reply to Mr. OC. Baillie, said that the 
Government proposed to discharge the orders for the second reading of the 
Irish and Scotch Reform Bills 

On the order of the day for going into Committee on the Representation 
of the People Bill, the adjourned debate upon Mr. Mackinnon’s amend- 
ment (the oLject of which was to postpone the measure until the results 
of next year’s Census were known) was resumed by 

Sir James Ferausson, who gave notice that he would move the postpone- 
tment of the debate until the orders of the day for the second reading of tho 
Irish end Scotch Reform Bills should have been disposedof. The hon 
gentleman said he found that, for the purpose of conforming to the rules of 
the House, it would be necessary fur him to alter that motion; and he 
should, therefore, simply propose the adjournment of the debate. The 
hon. Baronet, however, proceeded to argue in favour of his original 
proporal, contending at some length that considerable inconvenience and 
injustice would be produced by their dealing with the great question of 
Parliamentary Reform inafragmeutary manner. A Reform Bill forany portion 
of the United Kingdom should necessarily be followe1 by a dissolution of 
Tarjisment, inasmuch asthe members returned by condemned constituencies 
could not be allowed to legislate fur the empire while the newly- 
enfrancLised districts remained unrepresented. Oa the occasion of the 
first Reform Bill the consideration of the interests of Ireland aud of Scotland 
had been postponed until after the English measure had been alopted ; and 
the result was, he believed, that in the division of the representation 
Ireland and Scotland had been unfairly treated. 

Colonel Dickson supported the amendment. As an Irish representative 
he claimed for Ireland in that matter the same full, fair, and impartial 
consideration which the House was willing to bestow upon the case of 
England. 

sir G. Grey said he did not see how the adoption of the amendment could 

remote the avowed object of its proposer—namely, the progress of measures 
‘or amending the representation of the people in all portions of the empire. 
It would be impossible to legislate in one and the same bill for the three 
divisions of the United Kingdom ; and it should be remembered that even 
if a Refurm Bill were passed in the course of the present Session the new 
electors would not be enabled to establish their rights to be placed on the 
register until the close of next year. He believed that the best course the 
House could pursue would be, not to attempt too much in any one Session, 
but to pass an English Reform Bill in one year, and to reserve the discus 
sion of the Irish and Scotch measures for another. He complained of 
motions being franied for the mere purpose of throwing obstacles in the 
way of the success of the Government bill, and depriving the House of 
the opportunity of pronouncing any opinion upon the main question brought 
under their consideration. 

Lord J. MANNERS contended that if the Government wished to pass a 
Reform Bill in the present Session they ought to have proceeded with it at 
an earlier period ; and they ought not to have postponed its consideration 
until the House should have disposed of one of the most complicated 
financial schemes that had ever been submitted to the notice of Parliament. 

Sir E. CoLevrooke opposed the amendment. 

Mr. LoncrieLp believed that the only mode of ensuring justice on this 
subject to England, Ireland, and Scotland was to proceed pari pwsu with 
legislation for the three divisions of the empire. 

Mr. H. Incram warmly supported the bill. He thought that a renta 
franchise was much preferable to a rating franchise. He found, in rezard 
to his own constituents, that under a rental franchise there would be 
an adéition of 1000 votes to the electoral body, whereas under a rating 
franchise there would be only 97. He sincerely hoped that the Government 
would stand firmly by their bill—that they would not be induced to alter 
their proposed £6 franchiee for a £7 or £8 franchise. If, however, they should 
be so upmindful of their repeated pledges and the just demands of the 
country as to aseent to any such alteration, he for one would rather see the 
bill withdrawn than vote for such a mockery of reform. 

Mr. WaTLINGTON urged the Government to withdraw the bill. 

Mr. ALcock gave the measure his warmest support, and warned the 
Government of the just indignation of the people in case they should 
abandon their measure, 

Mr. C. Bruce denied that the people cared anything about Reform, par- 
ticularly the aspect which it assumed in the bill of the noble Lord. He 
pointed out the anomalies which existed in the representative systom of 
Scotland, and asked in what manner they were to be removed, if the 
English bill were alone passed in the present Session ? 

After some observations from Mr. Baxter and Mr. George, 

Mr. Prase advocated the claims of the working classes to consideration, 
and said that it would be a lamentable if it were to go forth to the world 
that the House of Commons had sat for months discussing the question 
of Parliamentary Reform, and had ultimately abandoned i: from an appre- 
hLension that the demccratic element might gain the ascendancy 

Mr. Stiruine defended the Opposition, and denied that they were inter 
posing obetacles inerely for the purpose of delay. f ‘ 

Tbe Lorp ADVOCATE said that the effect of Sir James Forgusson’s motion 
would be, if successful, to defeat the bill altogether. oe 

Mr. Wurrrsipe said that the Lrish and Scotch members on both sides of 
the House believed that their respective countries were mos? unjusily 
treated by the Government in respect to this question of Parliamentary 

Reform. They should recollect that it would be impozsible to obtain 3 
remedy for the evi's complained of if the present bili alone p vased into ‘ 
law. If the Government were right in introducing bills for England, 
Ireland, and Scoiland, they must be wrong in proceeding wish only ane of 
them and withdrawing the two other moasures 
Burcu eaid the real question was whether the Hause would grant 
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any measure ofreform. Were he to hold the opinion that reform was not 
mecersary he would belie the entire tenor of his life in Parliament, and 
out of it, if he had not the manliness to make that declaration to the 
House and the country. He reminded the Houre that five times 
the Queen of England had expressed her desire for reform, and that 
five Cabinets had solemnly promised that a measure should bo brought ia 
on the subject. Let them remember that further delay might prevent the 
wishes of the Sovereign and the people from being realised; and let them 
not forget that there would come on perilous times if the House of Lords 
were to become omnipotent, and the House of Commons contemptible. 
The bill now propostd was but a small measure, for it would only admit 
one in every twenty of the adult male population now excluded from the 
franchise, 





Sir Hucu Cairns qualified the course which was now taken by the 
Opposition, cn the ground that the Government had suddenly changed the 
issue raised, which, instead of being whether there should be an amend 


ment of the law relating to the representation of the people of the United 
Kingdom, was now a very different one—namely, whether there should be 
an amendment of the law re'ating to the representation of the people of 
England only, the two other measures relating to Ireland and Scotland 
being withdrawn. The hon. and learned gentleman, in a very lengthened 
speech, contended that it was utterly impossible to discuss this question, 
limit-d, as it was, to only a portion of the United Kingdom, without con- 
sidering its necessary bearing upon Ireland ani Scotland, the princip'es of 
enfranchisement and dfsfranchisement being mixed up together and 
app'ying to every part of the kingdom. fk 

fe PaLMERSTON submitted that if a comparatively late poriod of the 
Bes ion had been arrived at without greater progress being made in many 
of the measures promised in the Queen’s speech, and particularly in the 
qu:stiou of Parliamentary Reform, that circumstance was occasioned by 
ih: proceedings taken by the members of the Opposition for the purposes 
cf delay. There was no reason why Parliament should be dissolved 
immediately after the passing of this bill. The members of the Opposi- 
tion side of the House could not, without adopting a step unworthy 
of a great party, find any justification for not going on with the bill after 
they bad assented to the second reading, and having introduced during 
their short tenure of office a measure founded upon the general prin- 
ciple of extending the Parliamentary franchise. 

Mr. Disrar.i congratulated the noble Lord upon the first speech he had 
delivered upon the new Reform Bill. Tie speech, however, conta'ned some 
Serious errors. He denied that the members with whom he acted had un- 
fairly obstructed the progress of the measure. It was only on Monday last 
that the Committee on the bill had been proposed by the Government them- 
selves, Neither had the motion forthe second reading been mot in any hostile 
spirit on the Opposition side of the House. The debate upon the motion 
had not, he believed, been unduly prolonged, and in the course of the 
debate it was from the Ministerial side of the House that many of the 
weightiest objections against the mcasure came. The right hon. gentlem in 
concluded by characterising the measure as unjust and incomplete, and 
challenged the Government to a division of the House upon its mer.ts. 

Lord J. Russet briefly replied.

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LITERATURE AND ART. 


‘MIRIAM cures wounds and Pharaoh is sold for balsam,” writes the 
old learned knight-doctor of Norwich, satirising the mania which 
ia his time prevailed for using pulverised mummy as a medicament. 
What would Sir Thomas Browne have said on reading a modern 
advertisement which scte forth that euch usually impalpable things 
as ‘ poctical aspirations” could be sold by auction? Yet such is 
the fact. On the 3rd of July proximo tha Honourable Judge 
Longfield will sell in the landed Estates Court, Dabtin, all that 
“celebrated locality known as the Meeting of the Waters,” with 
“a full mile of frontage to the best part of the Vale of Avoca.” 
The sale of Shenstone’s Leasowes, or Byron's Newstead, or Cowley’s 
famous ‘ barn,” does not call up impressions half so incongruous as 
tkose awakened by a judicial auctioneer “knocking down” “Tho 
Meeting of the Waters” to the highest bidder. We may soon expect 
to hesr the ominous cries of ‘Going, going—gone” uttered over 
“‘Moyle,” and the “roar of its waters,” and the “Harp that once 
through Tara's halls ;” while “ The Last Rose of Summer” and “ Love's 
Young Dream ” are perhaps “‘ bought in” by some ancient admirer 
of the melodious poet who—another incongruity—faded away in a 
retreat with so undignified a name as “‘Sloperton Cottage.” It is 
true that there is a good deal of solid prose connected with the sale 
of “The Meeting of the Waters.” There are ‘thriving plan. 
tations,” “ mineral royalties,” and the “fee simple of the lands of 
Knockanode and Rabheenavine.” 


There is, besides, a world of philosophy in the auctioneering 
columrs of the literary journals; and the Jatest casual glance at the 
microcosm of the sale-room shows, among other curiosities that are 
to be sold within the present or the coming month, the Garrick 
vase, made from Shakspeare’s mulberry-tree; a cup from the same; 
a collection of letters ‘from Louis XI. to Louis Napoleon” (‘‘ the 
times of,” we presume, sub intelligitur), and the key of the front 
gate of the Bastille, “‘ certified by J.S. Bailly, Mayor of Paris ;” 
the “iu trembles, Bailly,” of the Champs de Mars. Is this the 
Bastille key which. Mr. Carlyle says, was wont to lio on tho hall- 
table of George Washington? Then there aro twenty-nine lines 
written by the man with the iron mask on the leaf of a book found 
on the floor of his cell ; portraits of 256 Sovereign Pontiffs, of and 
from the Apostle St. Peter (?)—we suspect about as genuino like- 
nesses as the portraits of the ancient Kings of Scotland in Holyrood. 
Most of these rarities form a portion of the well-knowa Napoleon 
Museum ; and we are only surprised to see absent from the catalogue 
euch items as Oliver Cromwell's skull, the first tooth of the Victor of 
Marengo (formerly the property of Cardinal Fesch), and the “ fifth 
brick on the right-hand side of the back door” of Jack Cade’s house. 

A worthy, but somewhat too technically-minded, sapper and miner, 
being asked by his commanding officer what he should do if a 
comrade were shot down by his side, made answer, ‘‘ Stuff him in 
a gabion or make a fascine of him.” Some few years since, if a 
Minister of State was asked, ‘‘ What should he done witha deserving 
literary man?” the tacit reply was, ‘‘Snub him, starve him; and 
when he is dead put one of his children into a charity school.” We 
rejoice to say that the official form of reply has recently undergone 
a very favourable alteration. The Foreign and Colonial Offices have 
shown from time to time thst they know how to reward literary 
merit. Tho British Consul-General at St. Petersburz was a well- 
known London journalist; the Consul at Venice is Mr. G. P. R 
James, our most fertile novelist; the late esteemed Consul at 
Belgrade was of a family whose name is illustrious in political 
literature ; and now the governing classes have shown their apprecia- 
tion of talent by the appointment of Mr. Joveph A. Crowe, one of 
the most brilliant “specials” of the modern guerilla dopart 
ment of journalism, to the honourable and lucrative post of Consul- 
General at Leipsic. We believe that a consulate-general renders its 
bolder eligible for the strictly diplomatic service, from which C onsuls- 
simple are excluded. We had even a literary Ambassador to Paris in 
Queen Aune’s time—Matthew Prior. Sir Charles Hanbury Williams, 
too, went Plenipo to Dresden during the Georgian era. We are conteut 
to resign that gross Sybarite as a literary man, and to think of him 
merely as a “‘ Bart.;" but perhaps the most skilful diplomatist of 
our own time, Sir Henry Bulwer, is not only brother to the renowne 1 
author of “Pelham” and ‘The Caztons,” but has been him elf a 
writer in /elles lettres of no mean rank 

Goldsmith, as the writer of his epitaph nobly tells us, touched 
nothing that he did not ornament. I[t is a peculiarity in the 
upiversality of exaggerated crinoline tha‘ it is not seon anywhere 
without becoming to some extent a nuisance. In theatres and ia 
churches, in railway-carriages, and on the benches of the House of 
Peers on a Royal “speech day,” at dinner-tables, and in ballrooms 
crinoline becomes manifest, only to the annoyance and discomfort of 
society. Crinoline began by ignoring and autraging the principles 
of beauty and symmetry, and we now find it almost every day ia active 
collision with the fine arts. Exaggerated crinoline has rendered 
ridiculous Mr. Millais’ otherwise beautiful drawing illustrating Mr. 
Trollope’s “Framley Parsonage,” in the June number of the 
Cornhill. In this instance the damage done is but «sthetical ; 
but this same exaggerated crinoline, with its abundant 
abominations of steel and whalebone, bids fair to ruin halfl 
the pictures hung below the line at the exhibition of the Roya 
Academy. It is positively exasperating to sce the adamantine 
draperies of the ladies scraping, sweeping, and scrubbing against 
valuable pictures on the low level. In many instances we have secn 
streaks of colour removed from the canvas as though by the appli- 
cation of a finger-nail ; but the ladies’ hoops are the real offenders. 
The evil was bad enough last year; but the exhibition of 1830 has 
been an unusually thronged one. About such pictures as ‘The 
Black Brunswickers” and ‘‘The Inundation,” the glorious works 
of Mr. Hook, and Mr. Dyco’s inimitable ‘‘ Pegwell Bay,” there is 
always a tremendous crush; and the steel bars with which ladies 
fence their skirts come in dangerous proximity with the neighbouring 
paintirgs. When some irreparable damage has been dono to a 
costly work of art the authorities of the Royal Academy will perhaps 
bethink themselves of — railing at a moderate distance from 
the walls before the entire line of pictures. They successfully 
adopted this plan with Mr. Frith’s ‘‘ Derby Diy ;"’ and there is not 
the slightest reason why they should not adopt as a rule the system 
followed in the Louvre, the Luxembourg, and the national collections 
at the South Kensington Museum. “tad 

We perceive that the horrible inclemency of the weather has com- 
pelled a hospitable and intellectual lady dwelling at Little Holland 
House, Kensington, to issue a communiqué in the 7'imes to hor friends 
intimating the postponement of an intended ‘garden party.” 
Bearing in mind the name of a famous poet, who would not impro- 
bably have been among the guests of a féte champétre at “ Little 
Holland House,” we can’t help thinking that the advertisement 
would have gained much in force and point had it beon worded 
thus :—‘‘ Maud. Don’t come into the garden. It rains.”’ 

The Brahminical clasees in Parliament have been grumbling sorely 
at the puzzling questions put to candidates for Government appoint- 
ments by the Civil Service Commissioners. Messrs. Bentinck and 
Baillie Cochrane make it a great ¢rievance that the neophyte should 
be expected to know who such men as Euler and De Saussure were.

And, pray, who was Smeetymnus, 
oh learned Commissioners’ We are the more irritated at a needless 
bicgraphica! examination because we don't happen ourselves to know 
who De Saussure was—unless, indeed, one of the p2ople who 
ascended Mont Blanc. 

The great Fair of Leipsic has been held as usual; but it has do- 
generated, so far as Jiterature is concerned, into a more “ Birsea- 
halle” for the settlement of accounts between retail booksellers and 
publishers. Railways bave done almost everything that is necassary 
towards the dissemination of books. What little remains to be done 
must be accomplished by the removal of taxe: on kaowledge and by 
free trade in rags. A book fair is but aremnant of the middie azei, 
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MUSIC. 


The performances of Grisi and Mario are at present the great 
attraction of the Roya ITaLIAN Opera. On Saturday and Tuesday 
last the “ Favorita” and the ‘‘ Huguenots” drew the greatest 
houses of the season. During Grisi’s limited engagement of twelve 
nights her unrivalled powers have shone with such lustre, she has 
been acting with such energy and singing so beautifully, that every 
one of her appearances has been a triumph; and the consequence, 
we have no doubt, will be that her engagement wiil bo. prolonged 
to the end of the season—for the theatre cannot afford to loge one 
who, notwithstanding the competition of younger riva's, is still the 
queen of the lyric stage. 

At Her Masesty’s Tueatre the “ Huguetots” has likewise 
been performed, the characters of Raoul and Valentine having been 
sustained with great power and beauty by Giuglini and Titiens— 
the cnly two performers we bave who in this opera approach the 
effect produced by Mario and (irisi. 

The principal concert of the week has been that of the 
Philharmonic Society on Monday evening, which was honoured with 
the presence of the Queen and the Prince Consort, with Princesses 
Alice and Helena, and the King of the Belgians, now on a visit to 
her Majesty.

This was a short concert, but composed of the choicest music, magni- 
ficently performed, and most warmly applauded by a crowded 
audience. 

Next in importance to the Philharmonic Concert was that of 
the Musical, Union, on Tuesday morning. It was one of the extra 
matinées, at which itis the custom of Mr. Ella to introduce vocal 
music. On this occasion a new and very beautiful part song, called 
‘* Daybreak,” by Mr. W. G. Cusins, was sung by the Orpheus Glee 
Union, and warmly applauded. A young violinist, Herr Strauss, made 
his first appearance in England with great Gclat. He is a native of 
Hungary ; and, though only four-and-twenty, is already celebrated 
throughout Germany, and holds the eminent position of Concert- 
master at Frankfort. Lo possesses all the qualities of an accom- 
plished performer—complete command of the instrument, a finished 
style, and great expression. A new trio for the piano, violin, and 
violoncello, by M. Lalo, a young Parisian composer, hitherto unknown 
in this country, was played by Lubeck, Strauss, and Piatti, and had 
yreat and deserved success, being a work of extraordinary merit. 
Jerr Strauss showed the grace and purity of his style by his porform- 
ance in Mozart's quintet in D, one of the very finest of that masters 
chamber pieces. Aud Herr Lubeck even heightened the admiration 
excited by his previous appearances at the Musical Union and Phil- 
harmonic Concert by his exquisite performance of threc short solo 
pieces of his own composition—pieces full of grace, expression, and 
poetical fancy. Altogether, this was one of the most interesting 
concerts ever given by the ablo and judicious director of the Musical 
Union. 

Mr. Haroip Tomas gave a morning concert on Monday last, at 
Coljard’s new concert-rooms, in Grosvenor-street—an oxcellent 
locale, by the way, for musical performances. Mr. Harold Thomas 
is a young musician of great talent and rising reputation both asa 
composer and a pianist, and his concert was an entertainment of 
great and varied excellence. ‘The pieces which made tho greatest 
impression—as shown by the warmth of the applause bestowed on 
them—were a sbort solo, composed and played by Mr. Thomas, 
called ‘‘ Across Country,” and full of the fire and animation of the 
chese ; Mendelseohn’s trio in D minor, performed by Mr. Thomas, 
with Mr. Hl. Blagrove and Signor Pezze; and the Moonlight Scene 
from Gounod'’s opera “* La Nonue Sanglante,” arranged for the piano 
and violoncelio by Mr. Thomas, and played by him and Signor 
Pezze. There were, moreover, scveral fine vocal pieces sung by Miss 
Augusta Thémson, Mr. Santley, and Mr. Wilbye Cooper. ‘‘ho rvom 
was crowded with fashionable company, who seemed much gratified 
by this elegant entertainment. 

Another concert worthy of special notice was thit of Miss 
LEFYLER, at St. James's Iall, on Tueeday evening. It was an excel- 
lent selection of music, chiefly vocal, sung by our most favourite 
performers. Among the most remarkable pieces were Mercadante’s 
**Se m’abbandoni,” aud Henry Leslie's ballad, The Fiower-girl,” 
sung with much taste and expression by Miss Leffler; the “Shadow 
Sorg” in ‘ Dinorah,’ sung by Mime. Lemmens Suerringtoa with 
maivellous brilliancy, and loudiy eucored; Wallace's song, ‘‘ The 
Bellringer,” sung by Mr. Santiey ; and the same composer's ballad, 
‘* Let me like a soldier fall,”’ sung by Mr. Sims Reeves. Both were 
encorcd, as were likewise a pretty French song, “ Chantez, O ma 
fauvette,” rung very nicely by a débutante, Miss lose Hersée ; anda 
new ballad by L. Williams, sung, in ber pure English style, by Miss 
Poole. Miss Arabella Goddard played a fantasia of Thalberg, Miss 
Humler a solo on the violin, aud Mr. Clarke a solo ono the har- 
monium. 

Mrs. ANDERSON bas announced her annual moraing concert to 
take place at Her Majesty's Theatre on Wednesday next. This lady's 
concerta are always pre-eminently distinguished by the magaifivent 
scale on which they are planned, the host of taleut employed, and 
the ample yet recherché character of the entertainment. On this 
occasion all the great stars of Her Majesty’s Theatra—T.tiens, 
Giuglini, Borghi-Mamo, Alboni, &c.; together with Miss Parepa, 
Miss Louisa Pyne, Malle.

DR. MACGOWAN. 


Tus gentleman, whose lectures on 
Japan under the auspices of several 
noble and scientific gentlemen of the 
metropolis have secured the encomium 
of the daily press, is a native of 
New York. After pursuing a course of 
study in the hospitals of Paris, he went 
to Chioa as a medical missionary, in 
which country he spent seventeen years 
in the exercise of hi ae + emg con- 
ducting an hospital, publishing a news- 
paper, and travelling extensively over 
the empire. Last year he extended his 
travels to Japan, where he was enabled 
from his knowledge of the language and 
literature of China, to make original 
and valuable observations. From the 
scientific treatises that he had pub- 
lished in China, on the electric tele 
graph, and on cyclones, having been 
republished in Japan, the latter by the 
Prince of Satzuma, he found on his 
arrival that he was not unknown in that 
country. His Chinese newspaper had 
also preceded him, and, as he had filled 
the office of American Consul in China, 
he was permitted to hold intercourse 
with officials of the highest rank. 

Dr. Macgowan’s accounts of the 
Japanese are, on the whole, highly 
favourable, although he considers ikon 
as having been described by recent 
writers in too glowing colours. He 
thinks there are philological and other 
evidences indicative of the Japanese 
race being of the same stock as the 
aborigines of North America. They 
are less profound than the Chinese, 
having produced no original thinker, 
nor any system of philosophy or reli- 
gion. They are braver than their con- 
tinental neighbours, and will be found 
more prompt in resenting injuries; a 
tithe of the wrongs inflicted daily on the Chinese by foreigners 
would if perpetrated in Japan infuriate the entire race. 

In his accounts of the sciences in Japan the lecturer states that 
the only scientific instrument that he was able to show to the 
Governor of Nagasaki that was new was the gyroscope. ‘The instru- 
ment was immediately sent to the savans at Jeddo for examination, 
the more readily because the ingenious and inquisitive functionaries 
were informed that Western physicists were not agreed in their 
explanations of its mode of action. It was believed that the 
academicians of this capital would be able to settle the question. 

As a field for Western commercial and manufacturing enterprise 
Japan, in Dr. Macgowan’s opinion, is full of promise, if considered 
apart from the obstacles which the Government, chiefly on account 
of not unfounded fears of mischiefs likely to accrue from foreign 
intercourse, casts in the way of trade,

injury to foreign not less than to Japanese interests which is sure 
to follow the introduction of opium into those fair islands. In 
religious matters he regards them as a tolerant, and not 
opposed to Christianity as a religion—they etest it only as inimical 
to their nationality. Proselytism is utterly impracticable, owing to 
the omniscience of the Government through the system of espionage, 
which renders Japan what Dr. Macgowan styles a ‘‘ model des- 
potism.” Yet missionaries, he says, ought to be sent to impart in- 
struction on secular subjects, to dispel prejudice and counteract th 
evil influences exerted by unscrupulous foreigners — influences 
wholly incompatible with healthful commerce. The lectures are 
illustrated by an extensive collection of curiosities. 

Dr. Macgowan is not unknown to the British public. A small 
volume of his on ‘‘ Medical Missions,” originally published in New 
York, was republished many years ago in Edinburgh. A pamphlet 
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of bis on Chinese and Foreign Relations, published at Shanghai 
in 1857, contained much information of value to tho negotiators of 
the treatics of Tien-Tsin, as the question was discussed from a Chinese 
point of view. He counseled the adoption of a system of passports 
as a protecticn to the Chinese against lawless foreigners. It was 
acted upon, and regarded as a concession, averting, itis believed, pro- 
tracted hostilities after the capture of Tien-Tsin. : d 

The Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India has found in 
Dr. Macgowan an active coadjutor in its researches into Chinese 
botany and agriculture, and in its attempts at introducing Chinese 
plants into India. He was the first to describe tho singular showers 
of rand to which the north of China is subject, and the first to call 
attention to the recent change of the bed of the Yellow River, and 
the discoverer of the magnificent eyre, or hare, of the Tsien-Tang. 
Papers on those subjects, and various others—as on table-turning 
and spizit-repping in China, on Chinese and Aztec plamagery, on 
the production of artificial pearls, on insect wax and vegetable 
tallow, &c., &c.—have been translated and published throughout 
Eure Sir R. Murchison, on taking the chair at one of the lectures 
at Willis’s Rooms, stated that, ‘‘ having presided over meetings of 
the Royal Geographical Scciety, and over sections of the British 
Association, when Dr. Macgowan gave the result of his observations 
cn China and Japan, he could safely commend the lectures of his 
learned friend.” :

In spite of the rain, which fell in torrents at intervals, the Ascot 
Tuesday was quite a triumph, as regards both fields and at 
terdance. For the Trial Stekes twenty-three started, and the 
American stable cut them all down with Cock-a- Hoop; Gaspard and 
Zodiac being pretty well up, fifth and sixth.

£300 purchase of Mouravieff, from Mr. Bowes, turned out a very 
lucky one, as he swept the Three-year-old B:ennial and the Stakes 
as well, making five races be has won out of six since his Lordship 
bought him. The Gold Vase was won with some difficulty by 
Horror, who received lb. from Avalanche, and beat her by half a 
lergth, while Rupee bolted among the goree. Magnum was only a 
head behind Avalanche, which rather spoils the performance. In 
the Arcot Biennial, Lord Stamford’s Diophantus rather more thin 
brought back the 400 gs. his Lordship ne for him at the Royal 
ale last year, and in the most hollow style; while Wizard, with 5ib. 
extra and nothing to beat, did what he liked with the Ascot Derby 

air. Beyond the defeat of Seclusion and Contadina by Allington for 

e Coronation Stakes, and that of Big Ben by a King Tom filly in 
the Fernhill, there was not much to note in the racing of Wodnes- 
day. The rain continued on the Cup Day with but very little cossa- 
tion till just as her Majesty was leaving the course, The racing on 
the whole was good ; but Brown Duchess made very light of the field 
for the New Stakes, which was below the average ia point of quality. 

Horror gave his half sieter Avalanche 5ib., and just beat her in a 

very punishing race for the Royal Stand Plate. The Promised Land, 

Butterfly, Kupce, Gomester, Magnum, Newcastle, and Weather- 

bourd wcre the only starters for the Cup. They mere’y cantered, so 

to speak, for the first half mile, and then Promised Land Jed them 
along st a good pace, Butterfly and Rupee well up, and Gamoster, 
who ren in bandages, and went very short, lying some lengths 
away with Newcastle. The latter got on to rather better 
terms with his horses at the last turpv, and up to the half 
distanee. Promised Land soemed to have the race in hand, 
but, true to his Derby and St. Leger antecedents, this 2500-guinea 
urchese shut up when he was collared, and left Rupee to beat her 
ks conqueror, Butterfly, alter a very close and severe finiech. The 
trainer of Butterfly objected to the decision, on the ground that 
Rupee—who was stated to have been purchased by the Earl of 
Stamford befure the race—-swerved on to his mara close at the finish. 

Underhand, 9st. 10ib., heads the weights for the Goodwood Cup, 
and gives 24ib. to Thormenby, and 3st. 3lb. to Umpire, Newton on 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Fridey, and Hampton on the two first 
of thore days, are the racing fixtures for next week. 

The averego of the Royal sale yearlings, which onco towered as 
high as 441 gs. in Yellow Jack's year, sank from 219 gs. in 1858 to 
183 gs. last June. This time the average fcr the 20 rose to 221} gs., 
in spite of such a drenching afternoon that Mr. Tattersall was 
obliged to do business in a phaeton. The premier in price was a 
capital chestnut colt, by Stockwell, from Stamp, and the very image 
of his size, which went for 810 gs. to Lord Coventry's nod, aftera 
emart contest between Lord Stamford, Sir Joseph Hawley, and Mr. 
Merry. Sir Joseph bid more than 700, and Mr. Merry stopped at 
800. This 810 purchase was the highest of the sale, and an increase 
of 180 pgs. over Imaus, the premier of last year. Lord Stamford 
secured the next in price, a chestnut colt by West Australian, from 
Roeraline, for 520 gs. ; ard Sir Joseph Hawley a bay colt by Orlandc, 
from Tarella, for 400 gs. The highest-priced filly, a sister to 
Impericuse (for whom Colenel Towneley bid 590 ge. before she was 
sold to M. Lupin), became the Colonel's for 400 gs. Mr. Groville’s 
last y: ar's average of 308 gs. fell on this occasion to 249} gs. Lord 
Sts mford’s purchases numbered six out of the fourteen, and included 
the brown colt by Or'ando, from Vivanditre, 670 gs. ; and the bay 
colt by Orlando, from Vesuvienne, 510 gs., the two highest-priced 
lots. Sister to Fravola went to one of Woolcot’s masters for 
450 gs. ; and the Torment filly, whose sire cost Lord Stamfurd 1100 gs, 
lest year, joined his Lordship’s lot at 900 gs less. Colonel Towneley 
was also a purchaser of a filly by Orlando from Raillery for 200 gs, 
Lord Epencer’s five yearlings averaged 115 gs. at Tattersall’s; and 
190 gs. for the Annette colt was the top price. Chapelier, a four- 
year-old son of Fiying Dutchman and Blue Bonnet, behaved so 
savegely in the yard after he had been sold for 37 gs. that it is to be 
hoped that Mr. Rarey, who is making a successful country tour, and 
comes to the Alhambra again next week, may try his hand on him. 
The Grimston sale, which includes Stockwell, West Australian, 
Warlock, and a large number of yearlings, brood maros, and foals, 
takes place at the paddocks near Tadcaster on Tuesday; and on 
Seturday thirty-two yearlings of Mr. Bilenkiron, principa'ly by 
King ston, will be sold at Eltham. Rumour speaks highly of a trio 
of Kingstons, from Dinah, Defenceless, and a Heron mare ; and the 
stock of Marsyas is also large and promising. The average of the 
Kingstons bas steadily increased in 1856-59 from 99} gs. to 1634 gs.

MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK, 
(From our City Correspondent.) 


Tux unaltered state of political affairs on the Continent has continued to 
exercise some influence in the Stock Exchange. In Home Securities the 
dealings this week, both for Money and Time, have not increased, and 
prices have expericnced numerous, thoush not important fluctuations.

On Tuesday morning, the 22od,I and my campaigning kit were 
shot into a Messinese dingy, and in ten minutes I found myself 
treading Sicilian soi! in the incts of the Custom House and the 

lice office of Messina. The first ordeal I passed through in a 

lerably rapid manver, but the second was a graver and much more 
important affair, and took time. My rt was taken from me, 
and a permit, with the name of one of the hotels of the town on it, 
given me, pro tem., till my papers were found to be en régle. 1 told 
the authorities I did not want to stay at Messina, but wished to 
proceed as rapidly as possible to Palermo, some eighteen hours 
distant by sea. his confidential communication was received any- 
thing but favourably, and I was told that all means of tr rt 
between Messina and Palermo had been abolished for some days 
past, that to reach the latter place was quite out of the question, 
and that if J attempted it overland it was extremely probable that 
my career would be brought to a shdden close. Well, that was the 
opinion of Al Signor |'Intendente della Provincia di Messina; but I 
had some private notions of my own as to the course I would adopt, 
and as soon as I obtained back my pastport from the authorities I 
at once proceeded to mature the project I had in view. This was 
nothing else than to enter mysélf as one of the crew of a vessel that I 
had ascertained would leave the harbour some time on Wednesday 
for Palermo, 

At the time I am writing this letter everythiag is arranged to my 
satisfaction, and every moment I am expecting to receive notice to 
go on board, Before [ am twenty-four hours older, should my good 
star bo in the ascendant, I shall be as near the fighting as a peaceably- 
disposed person armed with nothing but his pon and pencil can 
reasonably expect to get. 

Now for the capentinae of Messina. The streets are deserted, the 
houses closed, and what few of the respectable inhabitants who 
remain are clearing out hourly, in auticipation of a repetition of the 
scenes enacted here in 1848, when the town was bombarded from the 
citadel and the place given up to pillage to the troops. Many of the 
better families have fled to Malta, taking with them, in boats 
chartered for the purpose, furniture and a’ they possessed. 
At cight o’clock this evening, when I had completed all my 
monts, I took a turn through the town. All the shops were shut, 
and I walked for five minutes together without meeting a single 
verson. As I passed the numerous sentinels posted at every corner 
| was challenged with ‘Alte! chi vive lk’” to which, having been 
previously schooled, I replied,‘ Amico e paesano,” which, translated, 
means ‘‘ Halt! who goes there?” —“ A friend and resident.” At the 
third challenge, if no answer is given, the soldier fires. 

On the opposite side of the street to where I reside is a house spat- 
tered over with bullet marks and the windows smashed to atoms. A 
little boy who Jay ill in one of the rooms was struck by one of the balls 
and grievously wounded. This happened fifteen days ago, when the 
troops suddenly filled the streets, and commenced firing right and 
loft in every direction and on everybody. ‘The following morning 
four sentizels were found poniarded at their posts. At resent 
moment there are about five thousand soldiers in the citadel and 
forts, ready to recommence the butchery when it shall please the 
Governor so to order it. As for intelligence of what is poms else- 
where on the island we are entirely without it in Messina. have 
just heard that Garibaldi has met with three successes—-one near 
Catania, where 4000 Royal troops attacked his advanced guard, and 
only 1800 of them got back to Palermo, and these were mostly 
wounded, the other 2200 having been cut to pieces; the next was an 
affair in which the Neapolitan cavalry got very soneely Swented ; and 
the last was a pitched battle near Palermo between 8000 Garibaldini 
and 12,000 Royalists, the latter getting very much worsted in the 
affair: it appears they lost 1500 prisoners, two superior officers, and 
some pieces of cannon. I have seized the opportunity this evening 
of writing this. I have just received directions to go on board, an 
at the same time the intelligence that the insurrection has extended 
to Cefal:, where the people have risen and driven out the troops, 
and established a Provisional Government. You see that the cause 
is making rapid strides, Fy.

CAPTAIN VINE HALL. 
Tae vacancy in the command of the Great Eastern, caused by the 


untimely death of Captain Harrison on the 2ist of Jan last, has 
been filled by the ee of Captain John Vine Hall, with 
respect to whom there been a universal concurrence of testimony 


as to his fitness for this —— post. For many years he com- 
manded steam-ships in the Mediterranean, and to the Cape, Aus- 
tralia, South America, India, and other parts of the world. As 
superintendent for two years of the General Screw Steam Company’s 
establishment at Southampton, and subsequently in a similar posi- 
tion in London, he has had full opportunities of becoming thoroughly 
conversant with the mechanism of steam-engines. When in com- 
mand of the Cresvs Captain Hall so much distinguished himself as 
a bold and skilful navigator as to elicit the warm approbation of 
Mr. Brunel, who was also so much struck with the originality of his 
contrivance for repairing the ship in the absence of a dock that he 
would have proposed him as a member of the Civil Engineers’ In- 
stitute—a distinction, however, which Captain Hall declined. In the 
same vessel he subsequently distinguished himself in the trying 
crisis of a ship on fire with troops on , and managed matters 
in such a masterly way as to elicit the thanks of the then Board of 
Admiralty. In the Golden Fleece, with troops for India, he made the 
quickest ran ever known between England and Calcutta; and he 
was the frst lish shipmaster who volunicered for the steam 
examination, in which he took an extra first-class certificate. 





THE CATHEDRAL OF PALERMO. 


Feom the age of the giants who, according to Greek legends, 
inhabited Sicily previous to the Trojan war, to the last revolt against 
tyrrany, this lovely island has gone through many vicissitudes 
under the rule of Grocks , Romans, Goths, Saracens, 
Normans, French, and Spaniards. ‘The Sicilians of to-day bein 
descended from these races, much difference of complexicn oad 
appearance is seen among them, They are generally dark, and yet 
complexions may be seen as fair as any in the north of Italy. The 
Sicilian has “‘aspare, muscular, and erect form, lively, dark eyes, 
groat elasticity of limb, and quickness of motion ; ho is also shrewd 
and quicksighted,” and, though inclined to indolenco, is more easily 
roused to action than the Neapolitan and more capable of perse- 
verance. The Sicilian women are handsome and well versed in “the 
affairs of love.” 

Palermo, the capital of the island, is one of the most attractive 
in the world : its climate and v on are magnificent, nd its situa- 
tion rivals even that of Naples. Sicilian poets titas “set like 
a beauteous pearl in a golden shell,” and the ic and Norman 
Princes, in it their capital, showed very taste. It is 
rather more than four miles in circumference, and is surrounded by 
walls with bastions. Two streets, each more than a mile long, 
intersect each other at t angles—( were formed by i 
Viceroys)—I) Cassaro, a a of the Arabic word “ Al- 
the palace, to which the conducts, and Strada Macqueda.

The cathedral is a magnificent Gothic structure ; it was re 
the site of an older one by Walter Offamilio, an kagishman pots 
wards Archbishop of Palermo), in the latter of the twelfth cen- 
tury, but the only portions of Walter's fabric remaining are the 
crypt, a part of the south side, and of the east end. The re- 
mainder of the cathedral has been rebuilt at different times, so that 


the aspect of the edifice is varied, possessing, as a whole, a 
very rich and picturesque effect. It is, however, disfigured by the 
Italian cupola, which is due to the bad taste of a Neapolitan archi- 
tect, one Fuga. Two large pointed arches thrown across the street 
unite the west end of the cathedral to the -tower, which is 
separated, as is often the case in Italy, from the church, and at one 
corner of the Archiepiscopal Palace. 

The interior of the cathedral has been modernised ; its principal 
ornaments are the statues in the choir, the work of Gagini. Butthe 
chief treasures of the interior are the tombs of the Norman Kings. 
They are in a side chapel, four in number, and exactly alike —‘‘ each 
is ry ned sarcop on a pedestal under a marble roof, supported 
by four pillars.” Two are composed of white marble and mosaics, 
the other two entirely of porphyry. The 
Norman, founder of the monarchy, is supported at each end by 
kneeling Saracens. These sarcophagi have been opened at various

The robes and tiaras found resembled in form and 
materials those worn at the Byzantine Courts. The remains of the 
— pd Frederic II. were found wrapt in the robe which, in 1211, 
pond m presented to the Emperor Otho IV. by the Saracens of 
Sicily. 


The churches in Palermo are very numerous, and those built by 
the Normans are ly interesting. Saracenic villas La Ziza, 
La Cuba, and Mar Dolce, with the Norman additions, are also most 
curious and worthy of inspection. 

The houses of Palermo are built nearly in the same style as those 
of Naples, with flat roofs and terraces; quaint iron balconies also 
abound, filled with flowers and shad by striped blinds, adding 
colour to the scene. . 

Finally, the neighbourhood of Palermo is charming, with its 
beautiful g and villas, placed amid scenery of great loveliness. 
Among the choice spots near the city is Monreale—the Mount, 
famous for its scenery, but more especially for the cat This 
place we intend to illustrate in a future Number.

Maddalena and its romantic sisters. dalena lies off the north 
coast of Sardinia, about ten miles west of Longo-Sardo. 

The site of the ancient town of Maddalena is now hardly ble. 
Modern Maddalena has, like an adventurous child, hazarded itself 
at a distance from its rugged nurse, the Guarda Vecchia, on the 
mountains, and tremblingly approached the shore of the blue waters. 
Whether the noble cause of Italian freedom be triumphant or not, 
liberal Europe will long remember Maddalena as one of the birth- 
places of liberty. Within sight of this little nest of freedom, as 
represented in our Sketch, stands the house of Garibaldi. The 
inhabitants of the Maddalena group are, like all people who inhabit 
little-frequented spots, primitive in their manners. Garibaldi’s 
house is a plain, unpretending edifice in the Moorish style, without 
any pretension to ornament, but it looks like its possessor—made of 
solid and stable materials.

CORONATION OF THE KING OF SWEDEN. 


THE FOUR HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT TAKING THE OATH OF 
ALLEGIANCE. 


On the 5th of May the coronation ceremonies at Stockholm were 
concluded by the four Houses of Parliament taking the oath of 
allegiance to the King. A correspondeat of the Daily Telegraph 
ives us the following lively description of the ceremony :—‘‘ As was 

mone | the custom with all nations of Teutonic origin, this great 
national! act came off in the open air. The scene selected for the 
ceremony was the lower part of Castle-hill, on the town side of the 
obelisk. There, under the direction of the well-known architect, 
Schlander, the throne of his Majesty had been erected, flanked on 
each side with covered galleries and estrades, partly reserved for the 
official portion of the spectators, and partly accessible to a)l capable 
of commanding the sum of five shillings. Theascent to these estrades, 
which inclosed a semicircle of imposing Ly meepen was formed by 
flights of steps, handsomely decorated with flags and tapestry-work, 
and faced by colossal fi of the lion of Sweden. Along the frieze 
of the galleries, in golden letters, ran the King’s motto ; and, rising 
above this, in continuation of the pillars, were the coats of arms 
of the twenty-four provinces of the kingdom fixed upon 
halberds. in the centre of the semicircle, immediately in front 
of the Royal pavilion and the silver or minor throne, were 
Eoet four stout poles, painted with the national colours, and 

aring immense standards with Swedish and provincial arms. The 
spectacle, asa whole, was truly magnificent. With the huge and 
palatial Royal residence on the top of the hill, the sea and a cluster 
of rocky islets on the right, and Take Miler with its amphitheatre 
of rising ground on the left, the background, as well as the two sides 
of the scene, formed a panorama which might have been surpassed 
by the soft and tender beauty of a southern heaven, but which could 
not have been equalled anywhere for quiet grandeur and a certain air 
of subdued sublimity. The morning being cool, the grey and bluish 
tint of the country harmonised well with the freshness of the air, 
Nature, it wouldseem, had done its best to impress on the spectator 
one of the great days of Scandinavia. To be sure, the country did 
not look warm, nor was there anything of richness observable in the 
dress with which it had clothed itself. Yet the young and verdant 
shoots of spring struggling at the foot of the bare and 
mountain, and winning a hard victory out of the inhospitable soil, 
seemed to suggest the old and time-honoured truth that under tte 
upkindly exterior of the North lies a greater plenitude of resources 
than appears on the surface. 

“The galleries and estrades having been filled by the members of 
the Swedish Parliament and the deputation from the Norwegian, 
together with a brilliant assembly of diplomatists, officials, ladies in 
white silk, and strangers, the King, heralded by an escort in 
mediseval coats of mail, made his appearance, with gorgeous panoply 
held aloft over his head. On this occasion he wore the regal purple, 
and carried sceptre and ball in his hand. As with solemn step he 
crossed the open s between the two wings of the estrades, the 
cortége, in the full blaze of the nineteenth century, looked more 
like part of an Italian opera than anything real, tangible, and 
eminently constitutional. His Majesty’s two brothers went before, 
pa he 1 cloaks of inferior dignity, but, happily for our risible 
faculties, without the sceptre and ball. The Riksmarskalk—a com- 
bination of Lord Chancellor, Speaker, and First Gold Stick in 
Waiting—was also robed in ermine, though the great Ministers of 
State had to walk humbly, /ongo intervallo, in modern dress-coat and 
tight inexpressibles. That the great standard of the empire, together 
with the regalia, formed part of the procession, is a matter of course 
in this Scandinavian reproduction of the pomp and circumstance of 
the old Roman and German empires.

THE IMPERIAL PALACE, JEDDO. 


In the blue-book lately published on Japan we find our Minister, 
Mr. Alcock, complaining that the recent destruction by fire of the 
Tacoon Palace was put forward by the Government as a plea for 
dela; the fulfilment of the treaty obligations. We give from 
Ttelot an Engraving of that celebrated palace. It was situated within 
the-castle, which occupies the centre of Jeddo. The castle is of an 
i figure, inclining to circular, and is five Japanese miles in 
circumference. It embraces two ‘‘fore castles,” the innermost and 
third castle, which is properly the residence of the Emperor, and 
two other strong, well fortified, but smaller castles, at the sides ; 
also some large gardens behind the Imperial Palace. These castles 
are each surrounded by walJs and ditches. 

The Palace itself had but one story, but of lofty height. It occu- 
pied an extensive area, and had numerous long galleries and spacious 
rooms, which, by putting on or removing screens, might be enlarged 
or brought into a narrower compass, as occasion required, and were 
so contrived as to receive convenient and sufficient light. The 
chief apartments had each particular names, such as, for instance, 
the waiting-room, where all persons admitted to an audience, either 
of the Emperor or of his Ministers of State, had to wait till they 
were introduced ; the council chamber, where the Ministers of State 
and Privy Councillors met upon business ; the hall of thousand mats, 
where the Emperor seated tao homage and usual presents of the 
Princes of the Empire and Ambassadors of foreign Powers ; several 
halls of audience, the apartments of the Emperor's household, and 
others. The structure of all these several apartments was exquisitely 
fine, according to the architectural notions of the Japanese. The 
ceilings, beams, and pillars were of cedar or camphor, or gesern- 
wood, the - of which naturally ran into flowers and other curious 
figures, and was therefore in some apartments covered only with 
a thin transparent layer of varnish; in others japanned, or curiously 
carved with birds and branched work, neatly gilt. @ floor was 
covered with the finest white mats, bordered with gold fringes or 
bands, and this was all the furniture to be seen in the palaces of the 
Emperor and Princes of the Empire. 








NEW PATENT OMNIBUS. 


OMNIBUS conveyance is scarcely less important to the locomotion of 
townspeople than railways are for circulation from one town or 
province to another. It is a subject that certainly deserves the 
attention of those who take an interest in civil improvements and 

ublic comforts. The imperfections of the omnibuses now generally 
in use are so palpable that the a found it necessary to take 
the matter into consideration, and to endeavour to diminish many of 
the inconveniences consequent on the promiscuous assemblage of 
persons of all sexes, ages, and ranks at all hours of day and night, 
in so limited a space, by enacting ae for improving the 
arrangement and size of the seats, ing it obligatory to carry 
lights in the interior after dusk, and other such provisions, intended 
to lessen the chances of offences being committed against the rules 
of social morals or individual safety. Still these regulations, though 
wise under the existing circumstances, are far from remedying the 
evils that are inherent to the present form and system of omnibuses, 

Whoever travels in an omnibus must experience the following 
nuisances :—Ist, ‘The frequent trampling upon one another's toes, 
tumbling upon each other's knees. dnd, The disagreeable feeling at 
finding oneself packed into a huge unsightly box or cagelike 
machine, jolting along with eleven or twelve er strangers of all 
sizes and conditions, sitting upon each other’s coat-tails, or buried 
under large volumes of crinoline ; squeezing and each other’s 
sides and ribs, and breathing in each other’s faces, 3rd, The 
discordance among the passengers with regard to keeping open or 
shut the windows or ventilators. 4th, The common occurrence of 
people who, finding themselves in close contact, are apt to mistake 
their neighbours’ purses, pocket-books, handkerchiefs, &c., for their 
own. ‘ Beware of pickpockets!” is now to be read in the interior 
of omnibuses. 5th, The distress felt on a rainy day at the advent 
of each new passenger, and particularly females, with their ample 
garments, advancing, wet through, to the further end of the vehicle ; 
and innumerable other inconvenienves. 

All these nuisances are removed by dividing the omnibus into 
separate, well-ventilated compartments, as in De Tivoli’s patent 
omnibus. The compartments are disposed in two rows, back to back, 
the passengers sitting alone, each in one compartment, facing the 
pavement on their respective sides. A small window, with a 
shutter on each side, puts in communication the contiguous com- 
partments, if agreeable to both to converse, The compart- 
ments are fitted like first-class railway-carriages. A portion at 
the back of the omnibus is left undivided to contain four persons, 
just as a four-wheel cab or a private — and constitutes a 
second-class carriage. Palmer's patent signal or a bell puts each 
passenger in communication with the conductor. Access to, and 
egress from, the compartments is obtained by two steps (as in 
private carriages) leading to a kind of landing or railed platform, 
upon which o the doors of the compartments. This platform 
runs round fore of the carriage, to give to all the pas- 
sengers on each side the advantage of entering or leaving the 
carriage always on the near-side pavement. The doors may be 
"= or shut by means of well-adapted self-acting springs. 

omnibus runs as lightly as any other on the metropolitan roads. 
It was weighed at the General Post, and certified to be only twenty- 
two hundredweight and three-quarters ; while twenty-five and even 
twenty-seven hundredweight is not an uncommon range for ommi- 
buses now plying on the London thoroughfares.

These portraits of the great Frenchman were cut, as we mentioned 
last week, from a common card by his friend M. Hubert. Like the 
admirable etchings of his head in vol. v. of Foreign Portraits 
preserved in the Print Room of the British Museum, they were 
doubtless executed without the cognisance of the illustrious original, 
and they are traditionally said to represent with singular fidelity his 
appearance, en déshabillé, at the latter period of his life.

Aux Délices prés de Genéve, 20 June, 1759. 

My bad health, Sir, has hindered me from thanking you sooner, 
and even deprives me of the honour of writing to you with my own 
hand. I have read with very great pleasure the memoirs against the 
Dutch ; it appears tome as well done as it could be. It’strikes me 
that they did not write thus formerly ; public affairs were treated 
either with tedious aridity or with ridiculous emphasis. You appear 
to me as good writers as good seamen. 

Your “ Milton” is very precious to me, since it has belonged to 
you. I shall preserve it as a monument of your friendship. I have 
learnt by the public papers the death of my old friend Mr. Fakner. 
I am sensibly afflicted at it ; it will be a great consolation for me to 
find again in you the sentiments with which he had always honoured 


me. 
Methinks that last year some memoirs were printed concernin 
Russia by Lord Whitworth. If you hada moment to yourself f 
would beg you to tell me whether these memoirs are really by this 
Minister, and if they are in estimation. I should suppose by all that 
has been told me of them that they are sufficiently curious. I hardly 
dare beg of you to send them me; it would only be to send them by 
way of Holland, in sheets, in order that it should not appear like a 
book, of which the post would not take charge. It is a work more 
necessary to me than to any one, being employed by the Court of 
Petersburg to write the history of Peter the Great. I have even 
begun to print the first volume; thus there would not ba a moment 
to lose. know no literary news. It appears to me that the last 
comet has not attracted much attention; they are so occupied with 
the affairs of earth and sea, that the celestial ones are forgotten 
altogether. I have the honour to be truly, and with all my heart, 
Sir, your very humble and very obedient servant, VOLTAIRE.

The following note is written in English and by Voltaire’s hand :— 

You are not, dear 8 like most of y™ countrymen, who forget their 
friendships contracted in terra so soon as they are pent up in their 
island. You remember me. I am indeed y* friend, since you are a 
man without prejudices, a man of every country. Had I not fixed the 
seat of my retreat in the free corner of Geneva, I would certainly live 
in the free kingdom ot England ; for though I do not like the monstrous 
irregularities of Shakespear, though I admire but some lively and mas- 
terly strokes in his performances, yet 1 am confident no body in the 
world looks with a greater veneration on y* good philosophers, on the 
croud of y* good authors ; and I am these thirty years the disciple of 
y™ way of thinking. Y* nation is at once a people of warriours and 
of philosophers. You are now at the pitch of glory, in regard to 
publick affairs; but I know not whether you have preserv’d the repu- 
tation yr island enjoy'd in point of litterature when Adisson, Con- 
greve, Pope, Swift, were alive. However, you kan not be so low

as we are. Poor France, at the present time, has neither navy, nor 
money, nor plate, nor fame, nor wit. We are at the ebb of all. 

I have read the life of Mad de Pompadour, printed at London. 

I assure you.there is not one 
page of truth. 

Pray, in case some good book appears into y* world, let me be 
inform'd of it. Adieu, mon chér jeune philcsophe, je compte sur 
votre souvenir, et je vous aimerai toujours.

ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION. 
[FOURTH NOTICE. ] 


Miss E. OSBORNE comes forward with all a woman's earnestness to 
expose and avenge the wrongs of a numerous class of her sex, 
** The Governess” (405). The work is remarkable for unflinching, 
uncompromising purpose, strongly-marked character, admirable 
situation, and spirited drawing. But it is to our mind almost too 
strong, too bitter in its sarcasm, too inconsiderate and unsparing in 
the war it wages between class and class. The picture is prefaced 
by an extract from Longfellow’s ‘ Evangeline” :— 

Fair was she and young; but, alas ! before her extended, 

Dreary, and vast, and silent, the desert of life, with its pathway 

Marked by the graves of those who had sorrowed and suffered before her. 

Sorrow and silence are strong, and patient endurance is godlike. 

And there she stands, very fair, very dignified, but very sad, in rnsty 
mourning ; of course, very much wronged ; with hands crossed before 
her; whilst the fat, coarse-featured mistress of the house pours 
forth upon her words of insoient rebuke in presence of those vulgar, 
pert children, her hopeful pupils, who enjoy mightily to see “ how 
she is catching it.” Everything is in keeping with the gross, upstart 
character of this unamiable family—staring flower-patterned carpet, 
vulgar, showy, furniture; whilst the nether extremities of the 
portrait of a peer in robes, seen overhead against the wall, show 
that all this bad taste and bad feeling are not incompatible with gentle 
blood. Miss Osborne’s picture is very clever, but very bitter. In its 
cleverness it promises well for the female art-talent of England ; and, 
looking upon it in this sense, we are glad to hear that her Majesty 
has stepped forward to purchase it. 

Close by this work is a picture by Ansdell—‘‘ Buy a Dog, Ma’am 
(397), which we like much better than his ‘‘ Lost Shepherd’ in the 
large room. The scene cannot be mistaken,—it occurs in Regent- 
street, and the dog-fancier and the dogs themselves are portraits 
of living subjects we have often met with. 

J.E. Frodgson exhibits a very clever interior —‘‘ Our Philharmonic 
Society at its First Rehearsal” (5¥6), which we engrave. The 
village amateur orchestra, which is destined to make the air musical 
on various festive occasions of solemnity or hilarity, is now hard at 
work practising ; and very earnest they all are about it. The pedantic 
old gertleman with the violoncello seems to be so intent upon his 
own performance that he goes on and on without waiting for the 
others to come in, unmindful of the imploring appeals of the primo 
violino. We can imagine the quality of his scraping when the little 
household cur, with tail between his legs, looks on and listens to it 
perplexed and amazed. The remaining figures serve capitally to 
complete the idea of the domestic establishmeat temporarily diverted 
from its ordinary even tenor for some great and interesting occasion. 
The old grandfather sits uncomfortable with pained ears in his chair, 
wondering how much longer it is to last. The thrifty mother im- 
proves the harmony by administering a scolding to the young girl 
who in the confusion of the moment has inked her apron; and the 
good, honest husband, with the baby in his arms, has opened the 
cottage-door to admonish the mob of village urchins who have 
assembled to listen to the performance. We have not often met with 
a picture of its class which tells so much, and with so little preten- 
sion, as this ‘* Philharmonic Rehearsal.” 

F. D. Hardy has a very clever little bit of Dutch painting, per- 
vaded by some of the spirit of Wilkie, entitled ‘‘A Crash” (210); 
and a crash certainly it is, caused by the oversetting of a table, and 
bringing granny down stairs to inquire into the nature of the hubbub, 
whilst the young delinquents hide themselves, in sheepish mood, 
behind the door. There is capital expression and capital finish in 
this little picture. A glimpse of the back parlour, and a peep at 
the open air through the latticed window, are very skilfully intro- 
duced. Mr. Hardy’s other work, ‘‘ Volunteers” (119), is so much 
inferior to it—so exaggera’ in motive, and so hard in treatment 
—that we should hardly have considered both to have come from 
the same hand. 

The taste for homely subjects, more or less of a pensive character, 
is indulged in by one or two rising artists, and with the usual 
amount of success, in the attention they receive from the general 
observer. ‘“‘ Faith” (446), by T. Brooks, gives us an oft-repeated 
subject—an invalid young woman, sitting in an arm-chair at a table, 
listening to her sister, whose cheek beams with health, who is reading 
to her a consolatory passage from Holy Writ. On the wall at the 
back is a picture of the Saviour raising Jairus’s Daughter. The 
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motto — in the catalogue suggests the sentiment intended 


to be embodied, ‘‘ This is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith.” A companion picture of “‘ Charity” (575) is painted 
in the same careful and delicate manner. Its subject will be suf- 
ficiently explained by the Scripture passage to which it refers :—~ 
‘*‘True religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this: 
to visit the fatherless and widows in their affliction.” 

Mr. Rankley, whose pictures might serve to illustrate a new 
edition of “‘The Young Man’s Best Companion,” has here one 
entitled ‘‘The Day is Done” (423), intended to suggest the calm 
enjoyments of a village pastor’s home when school hours are over 
forthe day. The venerable gentleman is seated in his easy-chair, 
his face wearing the fullest expression of content, whilst his wife 
sits at the window at work, and his two daughters are singing a duet 
at the pianofore. Through the window, on the village green, are 
seen the boys of the school at play. 

“‘ Never More” (455) is another chapter from the book of che Dis 
appointed Affections into which Mr. P. H. Calderon loves to dip. A 
young lady is represented looking with dejected and pained feelings 
through a window into the court or street below, ing a last sad 
look at him she is to see ‘‘never more.” A bundle of letters and 
souvenirs on the table before her tell the rest of the story. The 
painful subject is effectively wrought out. 

Mr. J. Clark’s ‘‘ Chessplayers” (456) is not equal to some of his 
former productions—‘‘ The Cottage Door,” for instance; which, by 
the way, he has not yet improved upon. There is a good deal of 
character in the fussy old gentleman who watches the game, of 
which he apparently has the worst; whilst his pretty niece, or 
daughter, with an arch, inquiring smile, looks up to the young 
gentleman beside her for advice and admiration ; but tho subject is 
too hackneyed to make anything of. The colouring is pale and cold. 

Amongst the foreign"contributors Mdme. Jerichau, of Copenhagen, 
attracts attention by the strongly-marked character thrown into her 
impersonation of “ Italy” (256), a single figure sitting in the gloom 
of a dungeon, the face strongly mingling the agony and shame of the 
past with purpose and hope for the future. Her other subject, 
‘Mother's Delight” (366), representing a bronzed-faced young 
woman hanging with delight over an infant which sprawls on the 
bed, is cleverly grouped, but a little too much studied and somewhat 
hard in drawing. 

‘The Convent Dole” (432), by R, Lehmann, is a striking and 
characteristic work, painted in brown and neutral tints. The 
haggard, devouring gaze of the old beldame as she waits at the 
convent gate for her accustomed portion of bread is marked with all 
that voracity and mera animal instinct which one may imagine of 
human nature debased by habitual mendicancy. Her two children 
crouching by her side are conceived very much in the spirit of 
Murillo; the youngest, a girl, with her peering, half-inquiring, 
half-imploring eyes, is a picture in herself. The same artist exhibits 
a landscape with figures—‘‘ Early Morning inthe Pontine Marshes” 
(254), which displays considerable power in the treatment, though 
too local and occasional in its subject to be generally interesting. A 
boat in charge of harvest labourers, and laden with maize, meets 
near Terracina ona of the herds of buffaloes employed by the 
Government to clear the banks of rank and choking vegetation. Th« 
buffaloes themselves are of a class of animals which canno! be cor 





sidered either picturesque or pleasing, and, as they wallow in the 
stagnant canal, with the rank weeds clinging to their snouts aud 
horns, the air seems to be laden with unwholesome vapours. Surely 
this is in direct violation of the canons of art, which prohibit the 
elaboration of objects inherently repulsive. The harvest labourers 
lying indolently amongst the maize partake of the pervading un- 
healthy aspect, and the flat and pointless landscape presents no 
features to redeem the unpleasant monotony of the foreground. 

It is refreshing to turn from this fetid actuality to the realms of 
creative fancy, so grandly realised by Mr. F. Danby in his picture 
of “‘Pheebus Rising from the Sea, by the lustre of his first vitrifying 
rays, through the drifting foam of a rolling wave, calls into worid!y 
existence ‘the Queen of Beauty’’(319). There is no pretence at 
naturalism in this bright ethereal landscaps—on the contrary, it is 
avowedly conventional and ideal; azd properly so, for is not the 
event it is supposed to represent itself a fabulous creation’ Bvt it 
is extremely Peautiful in its soft cerulean hues, warmed by delicate 
sunbeams, and peopled with creatures half material half spiritual. 
Along the smooth glittering shore rolls in drifting waves the bright . 
joyous sea ; majestic without violence, its foam sporting in curling 
eddies in the rays which dart from the chariot of Phoebus, as he sets 
out upon his day’s journeying, and as they boil and froth there 
emerges from their midst the light elegant car of the Queen of 
Beauty surrounded by her nymphs. Surmounting this pearly 
pageantry the sky is dapplei with rosy clouds, as if the gods con- 
curred in paying homage to their new and lovely sister, In this pic- 
ture the c' ing poetry of the subject is eagerly seized upon, and 
improved by an informed judgment, a refined taste, and oxquisite 
mastery of hand. Mr. Danby is not so successful in the tumultuous 
real horrors of a shipwreck (340). The water wants volume and 
weight, the storm wants ony penciling, generally, is too 
diminutive, frittering away the wild overwhelming turmoil of the scene 
in minute details. 


THE ROYAL UNITED SERVICE INSTITUTION. 
WE here present to our readers a Sketch of the Grand Staircase in 
the Royal United Seryice Institution, Whitehall-yard, the museum 
of which forms one of the most interesting sights in London. 

This institution, which was founded in the year 1830, under the 
eta a of his late Majesty King William 1V. and the Duke of 
Wellington, and had the support of most of the officers of rank in 
both services, has lately received from her oe a Royal charter 
of incorporation, and now takes its place amongst the Royal societios 
of the kingdom. Before giving our readers any description of the 
Museum, we may be allowed to poivt out what are the objects which 
this institution is designed to carry out. They are the promotion of 
naval and military art, science, and literature. The principal means 
by which these objects are sought to be attained are, the formation 
of a library, the delivery of lectures, the exhibition of inventions, 
and the publication of a journal ; a collection of arms of al! nations, 
of accoutrements, of models, and objects of professional informa- 
tion, of relics and trophies connected with distinguished offices or 
warlike operations—in a word, it is designed that naval and military 
science should be represented by this institution in the same way 
that the other sciences are represented each by its respective society. 

On delivering his ticket (which must be signed by a member) 
the visitor passes through rooms containing the arms and armour 
of the Esquimaux, New Zealander, inhabitants ef the Polynesian 
Islands, Australia, and of Africa, and then enters the European 
meager Round this room are displayed firearms from the 
time of Henry VIII. to Victoria; in the windows are cases con- 
taining swords of heroes, amongst them the sword of Cromwell 
which he carried at the siege of Drogheda, and a small sword of 
Nelson, and dirks and yataghans of exquisite workmanship from 
the Greek Islands. After passing through a doorway towards the 
secre’ ’s office a spacious room is entered, where are arranged a 
series of models of steam-engines from the first appliance of steam 
to the screw-engines of the present time ; here also are some highly 
interesting models of tents by Major Rhodes and Mr. Turner, show- 
ing what plans are proposed for ameliorating the tent life of tho 
soldier. The next room contains a most interesting and in this 
country unique collection of the arms, accoutrements, clothing, and 
field equipment of a soldier of the Line and rifleman of our own and 
of the Prussian, Austrian, Belgian, and Sardinian armies, with the 
addition in the case of Sardinia of those of a cavalry and artillery 
soldier. These have been presented to the institution by the ro- 
spective Governments. This collection, when completed by similar 
presents from other foreign Governments, will be one of the highest 
me grea as thus oy tne will be facilitated, and many va 
able hints gained for adoption in our own service. We pass on lo 
notice other objects of interest in the Museum. 

The visitor, after retracing his steps, finds himself at the foot of 
the grand staircase, guarded, as it were, by two men-at-arms of 
the time of Charles I. Before him he sees on the walls pikes, 
spears, helmets, and long two-handed swords, and on eithor 
side shirts of ringed mail of the time of the Crusaders. On a 
_ near him is a genuine English longbow of the time of 
fenry VIII. ; whilst on another are arrows taken out of the citadel 
of Aleppo, supposed to be of the time of the Crusaders, 

From the European Armoury the Asiatic Armoury is entered, the 
walls of which are completely covered with spears, sabres, shields, 
matchlocks, and other deseriptions of arms and armour from Boraco, 
Java, and Ceylon, to the Punjaub and Affghanistan. In this room 
are also to be seen the dress worn by Tippoo Sahib at the capture of 
Seringapatam, and the pistols taken from his body after his fall. 

The next room is ore of great interest ; it is called the Enfield Rifle 
Room, as in it is exhibited the Enfield rifle in all stages of manufac- 
ture, from specimens of the raw material to the finished rifle. 

Time would fail us minutely to describe the various objects of 
interest in the Museum; we will pass, therefore, rapidly through 
the naval departments, where models of vessels of all sorts and 
sizes, from the most perfect model of a line-of-battle ship, put 
together in a Jottle by one of the French prisoners of war in 
Norman Cross Prison, to a large one of the Cornwallis, 74, built 
in Bombay ; and from the heavy, cumbrous build of the Dutch man 
of-war of 1650 to the beautiful Jines of the modernfrigate. In these 
departments may be seen models of guns and anchors, Cuningham’s 
plan for reefing topsails from the deck, Clifford’s boat-lowering 
apparatus, life-boats, and gun-rafts. In the second room, also, are 
several curiosities: from Drake's walking-stick to Cook's puncb- 
bowl and chronometer ; relics of the /toyal George and King Henry 
VIIL.’s good ship the Mary Rose; whilst in the third room are 
models of foreign craft, from the celebrated Maltese galley to the 
Malay proa and the birch-bark canoe of the Indian. Here, also, is 
the magnificent table made from the wood of the Victory whonu 
under repair, presented by the Lords of the Admiralty, on which 
now are spreid the relics of the various expeditions in search of Sir 
J. Franklin, and those which will attract especial notice—viz., those 
brought home by the gallant Sir F. L. M‘Clintock and his noble 
crew. On this table will be exhibited, we understand, a model, moat 
accurately carried out, of the great battle of Traalgar. 

After returning to naval model-room No, I] , and ascending the 
stairs, we come to a room now occupied by large cases of birds, but 
which, we understand, will shortly give place to objects more con- 
sonant with the design of the institutiov. In a room to the right 
we find numerous highly-interesting models of various kinds of bat 
teries, of the single and double safe, &c. 

The finest room in the building is the lofty Waterloo Gallery, 
so named because it contains the late Captain Siborne’s exquisite 
model of the Battle of Waterloo. Asa vis-a-vis to this now stands 
Colonel Hamilton’s modelof the South of the Crimea. This room 
also contains models of the difivrent systems of fortification, with 
many interesting relics commemorative of the Peninsular, Waterloo, 
and the Crimean campaigns. 

The library contains between 11,000 and 12,000 volumes of works 
on naval and military history, biography, improvements in arms, and 

eneral science. The topographical department, which has not long 

xen set on foot, contains the naval charts, and maps, and plans, 
supplied by the Admiralty and War Departments; here on maps 
are marked out, by pins and coloured cards, warlike operations or 
peaceful movements over the world. The realing-room is a com- 


fortable, light room, looking out on the river, well supplied with 
the military periodicals of the day.

AUSTRALIAN VENEMOUS SERPENTS RECENTLY ADDED TO THE COLLECTION OF REPTILES IN THE GARDENS OF THE ZOOLOGICAL

AUSTRALIAN SERPENTS. 


THE Zoological Society of London have late!y added to their collec- 
tion of reptiles in the Regent’s Park Gardens some fine examples 
of venemous se ts from Australia, the first of the kind ever 
brought alive to this country. For this valuable addition to their 
series of ophidians the society is indebted to Mr. Edward Wilson, 
the same gentleman who is so well known for his efforts in intro- 
ducing the singing-birds of Europe into Australia’ Of two con- 
~ of these animals forwarded from Melbourne by the agents 

Mr. Wilson one arrived in perfect safety, all the animals being 
found alive and in perfect health, and feeding readily soon after 
being placed in the society’s reptile-house. The second consignment, 
0 to some of the specimens having died during tho voyage, and 
not having beea removed, was not so successful, The Australian 
snakes thus introduced into this country belong to two species. One 
of them, known as the black viper in Australia, is the Pseudechis 
porphyriacus of naturalists ; the other—a fine, handsome snake, with 
a yellow belly—has only lately received a scientific name from Dr. A. 
Giinther, of the British Museum, who has called it Hoplocephalus 
superbus. Its Australian rame is unknown to us. 
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THE DRAMATIC COLLEGE FETE 


THE foundation-stone of the Royal Dramatic College was laid yester- 
day week at Maybury, near Woking, by the Prince Consort, in the 
resence of a large assemblage, comprising not only a majority of 
he celebrities of the theatrical profession, but many representatives 
of the literary and fashionable world.

COVENT-GARDEN IMPROVEMENTS. 
MESSRS. DEBENHAM, STORR, AND SONS’ NEW AUCTION ROOMS. 


THE long-required new thoroughfare from King-street, Covent- 
garden, to Leicester-square and Piccadilly, wing towa' 
completion, a suitable western approach will shortly be afforded 
to this important centre of the Bedford estate, around which 
cluster the Royal Italian Opera House and Floral Hall, Drury Lane 
and the Lyceum Theatres, Covent Garden Market and Piazzas, 
Exeter , the parish church of St. Paul, and other public edifices. 
Various improvements have taken place in this locality of late years, 
but none have in so remarkable a degree contributed to the archi- 
tectural beauty of the neighbourhood as the erection of the noble 
pile of buildings on the spot where recently stood the old-established 
auction-rooms of Messrs. Debenham, Storr, and Sons, 26, — 
street, Covent-garden. The original site has been considerably 
enlarged by the addition of an adjoining piece of ground, the whole 
Purchased in fee from the Metropolitan Board of Works. 
Notwithstanding the great advantage which an extensive froutage 
of 120 feet off in a commercial point of view, the peculiar form 
of the d plot—that of an irregular triangle—presented con- 
pyre dawg oy to the ee ee i ye 
of necessary accomm ion and facilities for busi- 
pad difficulties which he has ably overcome. 
The new building is of five stories. The basement, which is 11 
feet 6 inches high, covers, with the vaults, about 4800 superficial feet, 
and consists of spacious warehouses for tho reception of property 
intended for sale. Two fireproof stropg-rooms, for plate, watches, 
and jewels, fitted with Chubb’s patent doors, lift for raising heavy 
goods to the floors above, and a well of spring water. The principal 
entrance on the ground floor is properly made the centre of the 
building, and leads to a handsomely-proportioned hexagonal hall 
parquete, with Maw and Co.’s beautifal encaustic tiles. On each side 
are polished oak folding doors ; those on the right communicatin 
with the public offices, and those on the left with the rincipal 
auction-room. This room occupies 1160 superficial feet, is 24 feet 
in height under the lanterns is ventilated by means of perforated 
ornamental ironwork in the ceiling, as well as by the front 
windows and the swinging sashes in the lantern. The rostrum, as 
it is commonly called, stands in the north corner, and from its 
commani position and ingenious construction enables the voice 
of the auctioneer to reach all parts of the room with ease. Tbe 
goods entrance is in the opposite corner, and has an inclosed lobby, 
with staircase and lift from the basement. The lic offices, 
which are lofty, spacious, and easy of access, have fitted by 
Mr. Drew, of Hatton-garden, with solid Spanish mahogany counters, 
desks, and screen, f an inner office. A iron 
leads to the first floor. goods delivery room adjoins the offices, 
and communicates by a staircase with the warerooms below. The 
peut entrance is on the east side of the , adjoining the 
Vestminster Fire Office, and has a staircase to each floor, lighted 
from a skylight above. Returning to the principal entrance, the 
public staircase, of Portland stone, with its dado of ornamental tiles 
and elegant iron balusters, attracts our notice. It leads to the first- 
floor hall, of the same form as that below, with rich pendentive 
coiling. Passing through the large folding doors, we at once enter 
a light, cheerful room, about fifty feet by thirty feet, set apart for 
the view and sale of bijouterie, silver plate, paintings, works 
of art, for the display of which it is specialiy adapted. e rostrum, 
of Spanish mahogany, forms an important feature. The remainder 
of the floor is arranged as private offices. The second and third 
floors are devoted to residential purposes ; and we remark that by 
apparently simple means Mr. Allom bas succeeded in constructing 
suites of handsome and convenient apartments of nearly regular 
shapes, an achievement of more than ordinary difficulty when the 
me ees the site are taken into consideration. ese floors 
ether contain twenty.one rooms. There are three outlets to the 
roof, whence a most extensive view is obtained, the elevation being 
nearly that of the Nelson Column. Gas has been laid on throughout 
the building by Mr. Strode, of St. Martin’s-le-Grand ; and the two 
auction-rooms and the basement are warmed by Perkins’s hot-water

n viewing the exterior of the building one cannot fail to be struck 
by the originality with which every part of the work is stamped, and 
the difficulty in ascribing to it any particular style or period of art, 
though the leaning is towards the classic or Italian school. Allom 
has avoided the hackneyed use of the five orders in columns or 
pilasters, and has treated the front in a flowing, natural way, the 
ornament being introduced with careful tte and made subordinate 


to the general of utility, thus obtaining, at no very great 
expense in pod +a mod a dignity and cheaste suited rh im- 
portant public edifice. This is seen in the broad splay given to the 
ground and first floor windows, thereb securing an abundant and 
equal distribution of light with ory Mane of effect.
